diſe of Divine Science, the holy Par- Er, 9 
naſſus, the Grove of chaſt Muſes and devout 
Dy. the Garden of God, the Gardew of the 
eternal Wiſdom planted upon Earth ; not many 
enter, not many \trive to enter. The Arithme- 
tick of the Jews is indeed ſomewhat ſtrange, that 
will allow but Four to have entered, viz. Hazai, 
Soma, Eliſa, and Akiba, 7almudical Dottors. 
But however, certain it is, they are very few and 
ſoon numbred ; a very inconfiderable parcel of men 
that are ſo happy. And as into the firſt there 
are reckoned theſe Four whilſt they were living, 
into the. other they reckon not ſo many by one; b» 
noch, Elias, and R. Joſhua, to have entered 
whilſt their Souls were embodied with Fleſh; to 
whom ſome Chriſtians added St.John as a fourth, 
to complete the number. They alſa confining not 
onely Paradile, but even the Reſurrection unto 
the Seed of the Circamciſron, give almoſt as war- 
row an account -of thoſe who ; A put off their 
Fleſh, as they do of the others ; notwithſtanding 
they make theſe to paſs throwgh a Purgatory as 
bad ( if not the ſame with) Hell. Tn like man- 
wer the Holineſs of the Chriſtian Religion, and 
the Lives of its Profeſſors, have made ſome con- 
clade (and publickly declare as much”) thet not

one in a Myriad of us are to be ſaved, and would 
make Paradiſe very ſmall and uninhabited. 

$ 3. Now to prevent this, and thereby refute 
a concluſion that muſt needs be diſtaſtiful unto moſt 
men, 1 ( who delight not to. terrifie my Readers 
with the narrowneſs of the Way, ſtraitneſs of the 
Gate, and littleneſs of Chrilts Flock, but had 
rather ſhew them a great multitude, which no 
man can number, of ali Nations, and Kindreds, 
and People, and Tongues, ſtanding betore the 
Throne, and before the Lamb, clothed with 
white'Robes, and Palms in their hands, Rev.7. 
v. 9. ) ſhall try to chalk them out not a rugged, 
uneven, crooked, or by-path, but one that is ſafe, 
eafie, and pleaſant. 

$ 4- ThePardes Hachocma which I have told 
you to be the entrance into this of beatified Spi« 
rits, and which us therefore attainable ( andymnuſt 

neceſſity be attained ) in ſome meaſure upon 
Earth, by all good and all wiſe men, is very much 
the ſame with that which is called the Life or 
State of Grace; and is that Divine Wiſdom 
which takes up ſo great part of the Proverbs, the 
Book of Wiſdom, and Ecclefiaſticus. 

$ 5. Moreover, the Rabbins ignifie by it, 
x. Talmudical Contemplations. 2. The Science 
cf the Divine Attributes.

Here, though I might be voluminous upon the 
Hiſtory of Paradiſe, and thoſe many Inquiries 
concerning it that are to be foun the

vertheleſs ) I mui be very ſbort upon each Pare 
ticular. Firſt, I ſhall ſhew what was known

I. That the Heathen World had knowledge 
thereof, [make no doubt. It is not improbable that 
they ſhould receive ſuch a Tradition (of a Garden 
in the Eaſt ) from the Sons or Grandchildren of 
Noah, who were the Fathers of their Nations. 
And every one has Experience enough to tell him 
how much Tradition and Rumor will in a ſhort 
time grow unlike themſelves, and what they were 
at firff. But yet if it were not ſo, the Egypti- 
ans had ſpace and opportunity, no man can deny, 
to learn the fame from the Jews: and the Greel: 
Philoſophers who travelled into Egypt, might 
learn it there. For the Garden of Jupiter. ax

And 
this Opinion hath continued hitherto in ſome few 
parts of the Idolatrous World, who think the 
Souls of their Friends are carried into a place of 
Reſt that lies toward this quarter of the Hea- 
pores? o— memes _ in the _ the delici- 
ous and fragrant Gardens of Adonis, fo 
haps be 1199 Garden of £00 - mat.

I ſhall not-rrace him thorough the ſeverat 
Stages of his Life, but begin his Story then 
when the aforeſaid Storm arifing in the North, 
during the late unhappy Commotionsand ſut- 
verſion of Chriſtian Piety, he was deſerted by 
every one, worried yp and down, pillag'd, 
turn'd out- of all that tittle which he held but 
by the (then weak ) tenure of Divine Right, 
maliciouſly' defamed and blackened in his 
Name, brought even into publick Courts, his

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beſt deeds miſinterpreted, and his very Piety | 
(molt of all) andere; his Friends or Follow- 
ers either ſeduced or forced from him ; hated | 
even by tho'e to whom he would have done 
the greateſt good, univerſally flighted, uns 
gratctully, bartarouſly treated by his 'diſſens 
ring Neightours, and fo brought at length to 
the mo} extremities of Indigence and Mi- 


fery. 


CHAP. I. 
The Retirement. 


Any years had this Reverend Sire ſeen 
M paſs over his head, all which were ſpent 
in the exerciſes of his dury; and fandtified by 
the ſeverities of a {krift Pigty and an holy Relis 
gion ; many brave heroick Atchievements he

Several leagues og he left _ _— ___ 
City Megalopoly, and having paſſed above a days 
LA rough no but deſolate and 
waſte grounds, be came at laſt intoa moſt de- 
licious Plain, or Grove, or Garden, call it which 
you pleaſe, overlooked by the tops of the 
Hills, and ſhaded by the pretty wild diſorder 
of the Trees; which made it appear the Seat 
of plea{ant Solitarineſs and delightful Melan- 
chaly, A very rich lovely Champagn it was, 
teſtrew'd with che green and flowry Tap'firy of 
the Spring, and ſer off by the careful-hand'of 


Providence with all the delicacies that Nature 


ever afforded ; moſt curiouſly enamelled with 
inartificial Beds of Violets and Heljvtropes, wn- 
terſperſed with the Anemony, the Hyacinth, and 
the Primroſe.

Throagh which he could 
lee the broad Road to Perdition rhronged by 
fall Caravans of filly men decoy'd in by the 
over-hot Zeal or otfictous Cheats of either 
blind or malicious Guides, *Unto his fad conf 
deration there appears a third part . of the 
World lamentably deceived by an Impoſtor, a 
vile Epileptick perſon, bewirched to the moſt 
ridiculous abſurdities that ever, Imagination 
could invent, or the blackeſt Melaticholy: give 
credit to :* Another third part, and more, un 
der Idolatry, walking in thick darkneſs and 
the ſhadow-of Death, the Worſhippers of tht 
cruel King of Darkneſs : And that whith of 
remains, not of ove Religion; bat divided ifits 
above a thouſand difterent Set ; befides a Vi 
gabond Nation retaining; their antiquared 
Rites, hated by all becauſe they had molt bats 
barouſly murthered their [Prince , / the: great 
Meſh ; and thoſe alſo who profeſſed robejand 
thoſe who' ved, as if they' were not df ahy111 
- Where ccould:he caſt hiseye2 if upon*uhit 
Unkierar will. © Country; 'that-alas was! vitiared 
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of mind, baſe and mean Vices : if upon the C- 
ties, they too with fraudulent dealing and de- 
ceit in Wares, with pride and diſcontent : the 
Court with ambition and faithleſneſs, cogging 
Paraſites and falſe Friends : the Bench with in- 
juſtice and wrong, bribery and ſubornation : 
— Families with diſlimulation and eye- 
ervice, ſtrife, worldlineſs, and Srudgings El- 
ther an Epicure, or a Churl, or an effeminate 
wanton, the Maſter thereof : publick Societies 
with Self-intereſt and Fraud : the Schools with 
contention: * Houſes of Prayer made Dens of 
Thieves, converted into Stables, and polluted 
with all manner of profaneneſs and extempo- 
rary extravagancies. 

Theſe Territories were waſted by foreign In- 
curſions ; the other by diſtraftions at home, 
and inteſtine Wars ( far more) miſerably de- 
populated : Tyranny lorded it in th place, 
Confuſion in that : And fo Deſolation and Sin 
not content with oxe,took their range thorough 
every Quarter. | 

Nor was the Land onely, but the very Sea 
enriched with the Wrecks and the 
Spoils of wretched Mortals. There 
was a Ship ſplit againſt a Rock, another ſtruck 
on a Quick-ſand or a Syrts, and a third funk 
mn the very Haven. There might he ſee the 
Hull of a rich Carrack broken'by the vio- 
lence ef a Tempeſt; and there a Merchant- 
man careleſly coaſting, whilſt the Winds _ 
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ſtle ſweetly upon its Sails, and the curled 
Waves ſcem to ſport with the Veſſel, over- 
taken by another which boards it, kills the 
men; or if fo cruelly merciful as to ſpare 
them, *tis perhaps for a more inſupportable 
ſlavery : either to tug at the Oar, or labour 
in the Mine. Next moved huge floating I. 
flands built onely for deſtruftion : for as if the 
Sea, the Storms, and fury of meeting Winds, 
Hurricanes, Travadoes, Swallows, Whirlpools, 
Rocks,Quick-ſands, Banks, Waſhes,Oaz, Leaks 
and all Miſchances, with Pyrates both Maho- 
metan and Chriſtian, were not enough, bloud 
Battles muſt be fought even there, lives peri 
which the guz/tleſs Element conſents not unto, 
and all forts of death made to combine with 
mans wickedneſs, fre it ſelf to rage upon the 
Waters ; for no other end, but that more 
Bloud may be fo ſhed than the very Ocean can 
purge away. Yet notwithſtanding all this, 
Indian Navioation, 1 Could deſcry whole Fleets 
Nargan® farther off, contemning ſuch- 
like dangers as theſe, and ſeeking the utmoſt 
corners of the Earth, to lade themſelves with 
IN Ige clods of * thick Clay, a little yel- 
© lowiſhand a little whitiſh Earth, 
( filver or gold ) ſan-burat in the bowels of the 
Eaſtern Mountains, and dryed up into the 
hardneſs of a metabick ſubſtance ; ſo much bas 
ſer than common Mould, as it hath more df 
Care and more of Yice in it. He 
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He faw that which was but juſt now a Di- 
ſeaſe in the Shell-fiſh, made a Pearl in EO 
this Ladies Ear : and Stones that ſpar- 
kle like a Glow-worm, or a piece of rotten 
Wood, rated at the Mortgage of a whole Man- 
nor. He ſaw ſtately Palaces and , 
rich Villa's built by that great man, guiding, 
empty, uninhabited by any ; where- 
of he was not fo much Poſſeſſor ( thought the 
good Contemplator ) as the Rats and Mice 
were. Another there was who 
buried his Soul with his Trea- 
ſure, as if he meant to deſcend alive into Hell: 
the gripling Uſurer and the \cold decrepit 
Hoarder, dug their way down thither apace. 
But another wifer, he thinks, than his cramp- 
finger'd and ſtovenly Father, 
now gone to receive his doom, 
juſt come of age, throweth away his Inher:- 
tance-upon Taverns, and the houſes of Impiety 
and Looſeneſs ; and by and by is poor and 
old, forſaken, deſpifed, thruſt our from his 
Company, pitied by none, but forced to beg a 
cruſt of Bread at that mans door, and is demed. 
This Son beds his Fathers Concubine, 
and that new Mother-in-law playing 
with the Babjes in her Son's Eyes, teacheth 
him to fin; who firſt begins to love her as a 
Mother, and then to court ther as a Miſtrils. 
A luſtful Rival ſtabbed by his Fellow, hy wel- 
= X tering, 
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tring in his freſh-ſpilt gore, but the Murtherer 
dropped down ſoon after at his feet. And ſuch 
was the unlucky end of both thoſe mad men. 
There might he ſee a Cloyſter'd Frier making 
his forbidden loves to a Yeiled Silter, or elite 
more filthily waited on by his Boy Fy/us. In 
that ſtately Serail he diſcerned a Prince lockt 
up in the arms of his Olympia, who privily 
ſtealing away his Heart, tlung it into the fire, 
which ſo much the rather till doted on her ; 
until at laſt having long enough played with 
her Princely Lover, and + fooled him out of 
both his Senſe and Empire, ſhe delivers him up 
bound unto his Enemy. Then lookt he down 
upon thoſe Draughts of fin, the 
impure Sheds of the Summenium, 
where he could eſpy Shione, and Helw, and 
Lesbia, ſhameleſly plying the next unhappy 
Comers, 1elling their Bodies for a ſmall piece 
of Coyn, and delighting to entrap the unex- 
perienc'd freſhneſs of a raw puny ſinner. But 
hence proceeded fo noyſome a Stench infeCting 
round the Air, enough to ſtifle any not uſed 
to ſuch filthy places, that forced him ſtrait to 
turn away his glutted eyes from theſe loath- 
ſome and hellith receptacles of Devils, the pe- 
ſtilential ſtinking Jakes of Luft. By which 
| means he had the beaftl 
OC pen! fight of a drunken ivelloe 
Match, and the rude Diſorders before him of 
a 


Brothel-houſes. 
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a ſwearing, healthing, damning Club; which 
fome hours after broke up in Quarrels, Fight- 
ings, and Murthers. 

Some alſo were touring themſelves over a 
Love-Sonnet, with which they in- 


tended to preſent their Miſtriſſes, "Foy: 


' and preſently meet with Death in thoſe Em- 


braces which they ſo much courted ; rotten- 
neſs and poyſon in the Lap of a ſweet Enchan- 
treſs. Some vile degenerate Souls plumed 
themſelves over the noble deeds of £1 

their fam'd Progenitors. An odde Ny: 
kind of Confeſſion, that in themſelves they 
could find no worth : they laid claim to the 
good aCtions of their Anceſtors, as if they 
were ( like their Eſtate ) theirs by nheritance. 
Others would venture all they had, 
yea, their very Lives, for a little Air, 
the breath of the People ; which having ſucked 
down, they ſwell big and 4«rſt aſunder. ' Some 
too were ſeen to pride themſelves in "Eu 

that they were cloathed with the Ex- 
crements of a Worm; and thought themſelves 
very fine, and deſpiſed all that were not clad 
ſo fnely as themſelves. There one, forſooth, 
very cunning and ſhie- in whatſoe- 
ver ' he did; having ſent away a 
Friend or a Servant trom him, that he might 
with greater retiredneſs att thoſe fins he was 
aſhamed of, thought alſo with bars-and doors 
2 2 to 
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to ſhut out the Omnipreſence of the All-ſeeing 
God : but as he gueſled himſelf moſt unobler- 


ved, behind him ſtood a dreadtully grinning . 


Devil, taking notes thereof in a Book, which 
he kept to produce againſt him at the laſt great 
Terrible Davy. 

Then next he obſerved, by moving the Te- 
leſcope before his eyes a little 
back to ſeek out again where he 
had beheld the Scene ot Religj 
ous Madneſs, ſeveral Companies of unlucky 
Paſſengers travelling by, miſ-led out of the 
way, bewilder'd by gnes fatai, by talle Lights, 
and treacherous Leaders : And amongſt them 
he could nor but fadly lament the troward and 
unweildy Zeal of his own Country-men , {et 
on fire by the diſhoneſty and impoſture of 
their Guides. Some he taw with their blou» 
dy fingers tearing out their own Eyes, cruſh- 
ing the little lightſome Balls into a cruel dif 
order, that they might not behold thoſe evils 
which their fanciful imagination prompted 
them -to ſcar ; ſo ſtrongly imaginative, as 
thereby elone to call down thoſe Plagues, which 
nothing: eſſe could - ever have done. Theſe 
were they who, unchriſtian-like, racked them» 
felves with future-Contingencies ; but others 
again were fo {tupad, ſo unpercetving, as not 
to be moved at the dreadfulleſt Calamuties that 
belal a ſinning Nation. And theſe not con» 
cerned 
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cerned at any thing, fate themſelves down up- 
on the next green Turf, to be merry with 
their Friends ; and then folded up their arms 
in ſleep, letting whole days and years pals 
without taking notice. Some out of their 
profound prudence, made themſelves blind, 
purpoſely that they might avoid thoſe Preci- 
pices they were .an. danger of ; and thought 
they ſhould fee better with anothers Eyes, than 
with their own they could before; and that 
the way to ſhun the Blocks of ſtumbling 
which were lain fo thick in the Road, was to 
be uncapable of ſeeing them : Others did the 
fame, that they might the more ſecurely erre, 
and through an _ ignorance of their 
duty, plead #ot guilty to its omiſſion; juſt as if 
a Maletator ſhould think to fave his Neck, in 
retufing to learn what the Law makes death. 
But what was yet more ſadly amazing to our 
good Contemplator , others who could ſee, 
would nevertheleſs go along for company with 
the Blind ; and though they knew well e- 
nough whither they were all travelling, yet 
would not return back again, or leave the 
Wrong for the Right way. The folly of zheſe 
was miſerable ; but more miſerable was ( if 
Compariſon can expreſs) the folly of thoſe 
who uſed the moſt approved. Collyries, the 
choiceſt Ocular Medicines, to quicken and bet- 
ter the ſight,to drive the Film from theirEyes : 

E 4 and 
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and preſerve them againſt the Duſt that was 
raiſed by Travellers, read Controverfies on all 
ſides, enquired diligently after the Truth, and 
buſied themſelves in learning out the rue 
way ; and all this for no other end, than that 
they might decline zt, perſecute the Truth, de- 
fend their ows fide, and ſee the better to pull 
out the Eyes of their Friends. 

Such abſurd unmanlike Yices as theſe, ſuch 
Unreaſonableneſs and mean Deſcents, Bruitiſh- 
nas and Folly, did he everywhere obſerve. 
Provides ef 10 Every place he ſaw ( and 
of Vic, that more than in Fable ) meta- 

morphoſed into Beaſts, having di- 
ſcarded and changed their very Selves, their 
own Natures; put off all Humanity and Rea- 
ſon; and fooliſhly degraded themſelves ( O 
piteous Sight | ) as low, or lower, than the vc- 
ry ſtate oft Brute Animals; the Covetous, of 
a Mole; and the Laſcivious, of a Goat : Here 
Gryl/us grunteth charmed into a Swine, whom 
the Eloquence and Perſwaſton of an Zlyſſes is 
not able to- make reaſſume his old Shape, and 
bea Mar ; the Night-walker into an Owl ; nay, 
ſome transformed into Stocks and Stones ; 
ſome into ugly loathlome Toads, poyſonous 
Creatures ; the Outragious, into mad Dogs ; 
Paraſites, into Flies ; ingrateful Children, into 
a brood of Fipers ; buſie foul-mouth'd Praters, 
intocroaking Frogs : many alſo that ſpent their 
whole

whole lives in weaving the Spiders Web;and not 


_ a few Aſes,who covered withLzons Skins,would 


ſtrut and look terrible, and roar to frighten all 
thoſe that were about them; by which they 
moſt ridiculouſly detefted themſelves, and 
were hooted at by thoſe into. whom they 
meant to ſtrike terror ; ſome that could very 
dexterouſly mimick it with the Ape ; and o- 
thers that knew how to ſhed the tears of the 
Crocodile : diſſembling Panthers ; ſubtil Foxes ; 
devouring Wolves ; venemous and malicious 
Serpents; griping and bloud-ſucking Harpyes. 
Amongſt which laſt was a mercileſs Extor- 
tioner, who drank the Widows 
and the Orphans Tears ; whom pg Zrable 
the furies of his own Conſcience 
dragged to Execution : hated he lived, and 
unlamented he died of all. Nor was it leſs 
terrible that followed next. Cares and ſkep- 
lefs Nights, tormented with continual Laſhings 
2 Nuſling Hide-bound Miſer : boyled ,in a 
Cauldron was the angry man by Rage, the 
cruelleſt Fury of Hell; and the Ambitious 
torn upon the Rack of their own reſtleſs De- 
fires. Some had their- hands bound behind 
with fi/ken Cords, and rolled on a ,, 
Bed of Roſes; till at laſt they were PS. 
dropt in a Plat of Neztles, and ſeen no more. 
Unto a great many, Poyſou was reached our in 
a golden Cup; and this alone being enough to 
recom-

recommend it, it was accepted : Bonds of that 


Metal were even counted So _ 
willingly and ily received : and deg 

Pills, be $f joun ſweetly ſlipped down ru 
voluptuous Throat. Drinking excellent Wines, 
they drunk. off at the bottom lethiferous 
dregs ; they miſtook Ratsbane for Sugar ; and 
in their ſweeteſt Zoney, Death, which they ne- 
ver thought on, was hid. Theſe were the 
Deceits of the World ; which his Eye perhaps, 
if auarmed, had never been able todiſcern. For 
as the Joys of Heaven, by reaſon of. their di 
ſtance, are diſregarded, and the Diſc of the 


Sun, becauſe it is far removed, appears to us | 


but very marrow ; yet neither they, nor this, 
are therefore to be counted fo ſmaZ, or fo iz 
conſiderable , as the Eye ſhews them : So it 
would be the ſame madneſs, conſidering the 
vaſt difproportion. and unlikeneſs betwixt the 
appearance of the things of the World and the 
things themſelves, to judge of the /atter by the 
firſt, without a ſtrift _ impartial reſearch of 
the Mind. Nor is it to be wondered at during 
'our tarriance here, if /uminous Bodies, the 
Lights and the Joys Ccaoleſtial, the beſt, the 
faireſt, and the moſt glorious Objects are /ef- 
 ſened, whilſt even =o ur the ſorrowfulleſt, 
the meaneſt, and thedeceitfulleſt, are /engthen- 
ed. Wherefore Theoſophus thought it not ſafe 
to believe things to be as they outwardly ap- 


peared, 
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peared, before he had looked through that uw 
deceiving Glaſs he had ; which diſperſed all 


prejudices and vapours, to repreſent them as 


they were. in themſelves. Whereby he could 
deſcry all theerrors and the fallacies, the paint 
znd falſe glory, the ſad diſappointments and 
real deformities of the decezving World. He 
could perceive fond, Hopes betray this man, 
gnorant and uncertain Confidence another, a 
liſtleſs Wi/and an unruly Appetite a third. 

He had taken notice of all theſe and many 
wore, when the Shadows who had waited this 
while very thick without, broke 


| in, to play;with and delude ſenſe. 5a" in Rell 


lefs Mortals. And foremoſt of 
them entered a troop of Pious Frauds, that in 
2 moment. ſcattered themſclves all over the 
World. Tgnorance, miſguided Zeal, moroſe 
Demeanour, Singularity—--- , under the falle 
Veils of Virtue, came next upon the "Stage, 
and played their antick Tricks; by which they 
diſcovered themſelves not to be any of ber At- 
tendants; and ſo went off, thewing their ill 
favoured haggard Faces. 

But firſt they /et in amor (juſt then 
a5 he was going to put an end to 
his Obſeructions ) an of Fu- pam 
ries,led by their Chieftan FOLLY, 
the great Diana of this World, and Miſtriſs in 
humane A&ions. Who is a Goddeſs ny: 
| | y 
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fally worſhipped and ſacrificed unto, yet not 
acknowledged by the verieſt Idiots. She hid 
her Face with a Viſor, as not willing to. be 
known. Under her Banner paſſed even Wit, 
( at leaſt that which bears the name of Wit) 
and had deſerved fo we/! for: maintaining a bad 
Cauſe, for keeping the Standart againſt all the 
Forces and the Powers of iReaſon, as to be 
made the Enfigne bearer, and tobe followed by 
Vices of a nobler kind : thoſe who would be 
counted mey of Parts, went and fell down be 
fore her Idolſhip. To whom ſhe gave thatto 
drink which þliſter'd their Tongues, and made 
their Brains run round ever after. 

In the Van marched thoſe Sins that more 
immediately /rike againſt, or any way diſÞs 
our the Majeſty of Heaven ; the prodigiouſly 
ſottiſh Wickedneſles, and - deform'd Superfeta» 
tions of the ſha/loweſt Pates, which aim to af- 
front him who is Omnipotent ; viz. -loud Bla- 
iphemies, blind Atheiſm, al the Madneſſes of a 
falſe Worſhip, all the kinds of wild Enthufſi- 
aſm, raſh Diſputes, groundleſs Maintenances of 
received Opinions, Difloyalty in Religion, a 
reſtleſs Impatience under Providence , the 
Rrange Dreams of Prophetick Spirits, blear-eyd 
Faſcination, hel/;ſh Magick, accurſed Sumony-: 
Fury and Fanaticiſm on this hand, and a cold 
indifterency on that : Nor was there ever the 
leſs Superſtition, notwithſtanding ſo mwch Pro- 
fancnels ; 
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faneneſs: Incredulity and Scepticiſm on this 
ſide, and too much eaſineſs of Belief on the 
ether. 
Now looking over S. Paul's * Ca- *6Gal.5.19, 
talogue, he ſees theſe armed Furies ***" 
in ſeveral Companies troop out againſt their 
poor filly Enemy, and in the Fead of four 
thereof, thoſe he ſought after ; 1. Adultery, 
Fornication , + unnatural Luſt, _ ; 
[Sodomy] Softnels ; uglily ſpot- TO 
ted with little deadly ſpecks, and having on 
beſides but very unclean and filthy Garments, 
in which they carried the Materials of a ſtrange 
Fire, and Drugs of Poyſon. 2. Idolatry, 
Witchcraft ; both as black as Hell. 3. Ha- 
red, Variance, -Emulations, Wrath, , 
|| Stubbornneſs , Schiſms , Hereſies, vn: 
Envyings, Murthers ; with diſtorted Limbs, 
and ugly frighting Faces , moving wnequaly 
contrary to each other. 4. Drunkennels, 
*Revellings ( or Serenades ; ) 2 
ſtaggering and dancing in unhand- "ie ons 
lome meaſures. The firſt and 
the laſt of theſe were the merrie/# ; the ſecond 
were the ſaddeff; the third were the ſavageſt, 
who were therefore all dawbed over with 
Bloud. Every of whom ( except perhaps the

diſrnantled or betrayed by Inconfideration, 
Obſtinacy, Diſobedience, Procraſtination, Tris 
fling, Raſhneſs—; and then the unhappy men 
were preſently took, their Souls blinded, and 
their Eyes plucked out with burning Pincers, 
Next, Lyes fneakingly came upon them, uw 
RAS ſing the * Yoice of Facob, the Dia- 
- Jolh. 9. 6. let of tf Gibeoxttes ; but cloathed 

by Simulation in the Habit of 
Truth, and varniſhed over with the deceitful 
Gloſles of Plaufibility : Hyperboles ranted on 
one ſide of them , DetraCtion and a _—_ 
Speech on the other fide gingerly trod ; - 
lowed by Sycophantry and ſmooth Glavering 
Words, by Perjuries, Equivocations, Mental 
Reſerves, and by a numberleſs train of Errors: 
Then Piques and Prejudices, ſiniſter Suſpicions 
and calumniating Arts ; ſent to embitter the 
beſt Sweets, and miſrepreſent the faireſt Aﬀtis 
ons. Afﬀter which hobbled as faſt as they 
could to get the Prey, Virulence, Malignity, 
and Spight, wounded even before the Battle

At one end of the Camp were Queruloub 
neſs and Grudgings, an'impatient Inconſtane 
cy, evil Cenſures, and ſnappiſh Manners, all 
together in an Uproar. But none were a near 
fo troubleſome as were Impertinence and Ime 


portunity, who buzzed up and down 1n every 
corner, Now 
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20. = the _ two From were of grea- 
te uauty and Command ; 
though the one was but a mw Vice, 
Stale, and the other a Scare-crow. She who 
was for the Szale, was a Fury of a fair face and 
a brick humour, ( who ufurp'd the name of 
Pleaſure ) ſet off with Paint and gaudy Trap- 
pings, lovely, and complaiſant, and ſportive ; 
who allured whole Droves after her, whom ſhe - 
wantonly received and ſpoke fair to, whilſt 
ſhe cruſhed them to death in her Embraces, 
and trampled on them with her Claws. Bur 
while ſhe was enticing them, a- __ 

nother more ugly Fury, of a yirwe. © _ 
nature quite contrary , ( who 

was named Fear ) with falſe Difficulties, and 
the light uncaſineſſes thereof, frightzed them 
from their Duty ; and was therefore highly 
honoured by the great Empreſs of this World, 
for that ſhe had fo ſcared away Fools from their 
Happineſs, and made it «»ſafe ( or at leaſt fo 
ſeeming ) for any to be now any longer upright 
or honeſt. 

The Armies covered the Land like Locuſts, 
and with their Multitudes made a _, _. 
Night wherein none of the Lights * = 
of Heaven, or of Paradiſe, were ſeen: the 
Pomps of the World, the Luſts of the Fleſh, the 
Luſts of the Eye, all ſtanding in ſtately Array, 
were prepared for the Battel, but with Ka 

re 
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bare Ceremony of a Skirmiſh they won the day, 
and gathered up the ſpoils. Hindmoſt of 
' theſe wadled fat Senſuality, an hoggiſh nature 
and Epicuriſm, Gluttony and Gormandizing, 
Intemperarice in Meats, Drinks, Sleep, Appas 
rel, Recreation,------; accompanied with Sur- 
feits, Cramps, Gouts, Catarrhs, and a whole 
Spittle of Maladies. They made their conti- 
nual Encroachments ; held all together to 0- 
verthrow humane kind : Sins there were of 
——. all forts, ſizes, and humours, 
Conqueſts. which diſtributed themſelves up 

and down to deſtroy and ravage 
every Quarter. There were Sins of Youth 
allotted, and others deputed to catch thoſe of 
riper age;. but that now and then youthful 
pleaſure and a ſhrivell'd face went together, 
and childiſh dotage made the old man laughed 
at. Oppreſſion, Extortien, Sacriledge, and 
Rapine, went over to the more powerful: 
Falſe Surmiſings , Jealouſie , Unfaithfulnels; 
choſe to dwell with Friends ; Deceit with 
Tradeſmen ; and unpuniſht Murther in Meats 
and Drinks, at rich Tables and large Cellars, | 
in the Shops both of Luxury and Medicine : 
The Y7iper was bad to lurk within the bed of- 
the Harlot, and the Fox to ſend his fur to line 
the Stateſmans Gown : The muddy Souls of 
. ſomewere pleaſed beſt with filthy and obſcene 
Delights; the ſhrewd Brains of others wy 
ric

tickled with their Neighbours evil; : Stothi 
and Retchleſinefs, dreaming Fancies----agreed 
well with'the temper of the Phlegmatick : re- 
vengeful Sullenneſs and peeviſh Anger were as 
eaſily entertained by the Cholerick perſon : 
bit the Sediment of black Choler was C_ 
by Devils of another ſize, more ug'y ahd hate 
than the former ; of which they made a Bath 
therein to waſh their cloven feet, arid faſhion 
ſtrange uncouth Id:#a's of things; wherewith' 
kerefie in divers forms kriew how to mingle,and 
ſo employ her whole skill againſt tlie mi/erable 
Poſſeſſed. Theſe were fietce and ctuel; whilſt 
ſeemingly more pleaſant were thoſe, which mj- 
xed themſelves with tlie bloud of a ſoft fan- 
ine conſtitution. Yet even the 
ittle God of Love appeared to the im- 
partial view of this ſad Spectator, tlie moſt 
terrible and bloud-thirſty Monſter amid them 
all, and of a more ſpottive cruelty than any of 
the moſt niiſchitvous beſides; liavirig his Ars 
rows dipped ini the bloud of his Worſhippers; 
and frolickſomly playing with Torches ligh- 
ted at the fire of Hell. Dull inſipid Vices

Sot ; while thoſe. of another aþpearance 

( though indeed no leſs 4t all ridiculow, beſides 

much more 4awgerous ) would be always a- 

ſpiring to be in rhe. comparly.of the mort ins 

geniious ;-till they had pilliged ard left _ 
& 
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both the one and the other. Not a few ſha-, 
red the Barre», and many more the Fertile 
Soil : Some took up their Quarters in the wel, 
and others in the- i//-timber'd Body : Some 
would lay in thoſe Heads that were ſoft, and 
others in thoſe that were hard : Some liked 
todwell in a thick, but others liked a thin Scull 
better : Many ſet upon the g/ib Tongue, and 
a few upon the tyed : There were thoſe that 
were ſent to plunder the Sick, and thoſe the 
Healthy : There were thoſe that would live 
upon the Rich, and others upon the Poor ; 
upon the great men, and the ſmall ; in much 
Bloud, or /itt/e; in an hot, or cold Conſtitutie 
on. Thus was not any ſecured from their 
deſtroying Talons ; nor. ( what is moſt won- 
derful) any'made Reſiſtance, but Jet them 
poſleſs as quietly as they had conquer'd. Now 
Pride,Seli-conceit,an over-weening Opinion 
not contented to take a ſhare, made every body 
their ſlave; had learnt even how to iofinuate 
into a Saint, and could eaſily captivate thoſe 
whocould the leaſt brook a ſubmiſſion. With 
whom pert Impudence came flurting in, unin- 
vited. But Negligence lay 76m Br on the 
ground, bedirtied and Zemired; not ſtriving 
( likethe reſt ) after any Prey, but pitied there- 
fore and entertained by ſtupid unaQive Souls, 
who were ſoon; undone by the foul ungrateful 
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ter which Craft came wrigling in,with demure 
Hypocrifie and armed Infary that paſſed for 
Juſtice ; three ſuch ravenous Furies as did de- 
vour as much as all the bellies of the reſt, and 
to get more boory, ptunder'd their very Army, 
The Mutinous and the Quarrelfome , the 
Vain and the Fickte, the Buffoon, the Apifh, 
and the Licentious, the Adulterer and Inceſtu- 
ous, the Blaſphemer and the Apoſtate,the Par- 
ricide and the Aſfaflin, the Felon and' the Im- . 
poſtor, the Ungrateful and the Perfidious, the 
Inhumane, the Uncharitable, and the Simoni- 


ack, the open Rebel and the cloſe Conſpira- 


tor ; were alf coaksd into the World's ftronge/t 
Net, #nd had the mark of the Beaſt burnt up- 
pon their forcheads more than ordinarily viſt 
ble. Thus being ſealed by their beloved Con- 
querors, after a little while of ſporr and play, 
they were pinched and griped, and their brains 
knocked onr one againft another, and then ſent 
for a Preſent to'the other World. For they 


' would allow fome of them rime to frolick in, 


before they ſhew'd- thern rhe” Axes and the 
Halters: knew how ( after the Perfan mode) 
todreſs np a Mock-Prince to .be played with, 
and with fuch formalities barbaroufly to ſport-/ 
at ' thoſe” whotn rhey had. fentegced rardy. 

Theſe Tyrants forced fome to rejoyee, as they 
forced others. to mourn ; but thoſe 'that re» 


 joyerd came at laſt ro monrn moſt : rhiey 
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killed theſe with ſrnging and roaring; they: 
deſtroyed others with fretting and pulling : 
they lowred upon ſome, but ſmiled upon 0- 
thers, as they were ſticking them into the 
heart : they ſeared ſome Conliciences hard, but 
burned others fore and. tender ; thoſe were 
not afraid toaGt any thing «nlawful, while theſe 
on the other ſide were afraid ro act what was 
lawful. Thus they hamper'd both the Inſen- 
ſible and the Uneaſfie. Some of their Cap» 
tives foamed at mouth, as if they were all in a 
ferment ; others ſparkled, as if they were on 
fire ; and others looked black and ghaſtly. as 
any Carrion. Indignation, Diſdain, Deſpite, 
 Scorn, Envy, Revenge, Outrage, Repini 
with a number. of ſuch-like Atic&tions, disfi- 
' gured the faces of a great many: this mans 
heart was canker with inward Rancor ; the 
others feſter'd ſorely with Carking and vain 
Solicituds: they pricked ſome to death with 
Needles, (theſe were they whole uncontented- 
neſs would not ſuffer them to reſt quiet) and 
" run others thr with red-hot Irons ( thelc 
were they whoſe Fleſh was corrupted, and 
whoſe Marrow was burnt up within their 
bones.) Thus the Furies divided the Spoils a+ 
mong themſelves, laid waſte the Lands,. and 
treacherauſly killed the poor Captives, to whom 
they had promiſed Quarter. Whilſt Defre 
{ and that too always tollowed by Laothings) 
made 
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made them gree&ily ſwallow down the poyſon- 
ed Baits, 

Nay, both the Extremes hugged themſelves 
together againſt May. In the 
Gentile Singer, the fine ſparkiſh -—. -— "Ha 
Gallant, he obſerved a beſeem- 
ng Foppery and Court-Flattery : but in the 
Clown, Rudeneſles and Incivilities, Roughneſs 
and a rugged ill-natur'd UntraQableneſs. One 
was Fool-hardy ; another Fool-wary. He was 
too Rigorous, but the other over-Eaſie ; and 
both thereby alite hurtful unto Virtue. So 
much Knavery could not rid the Multitude of 
Folly, nor Cowardiſe of Temerity. The De- 
ceiving and the Deceived, the Blockiſh and the 
Crafty, the Fantaſtical and the Moroſe, lived 
near together, and were Zehalding to each 0- 
ther for what they were. The Knave {cd the 
Fool by the Noſe, till he himſelf was at laſt 
caught in the Giz, and by tearing himlſelt flut- 
terecl to get out, bur could not. There were 
both the Deſpairing and the Deſperate, who 
preſented themſelves to his view : the former 
deſponded of every thing, the latter of nc- 
thing ; and paſ# Deſpair, Tarſt ſet upon Impoſ- 
fibilities ; whereas thoſe through Fear durſt nor 
ſet upon the greateſt Poſſibilities. Aﬀetation 
dreſſed up niore than a few to be laghed at, 
and-Indecence as many to betrodden on. Abe 
jeneſs and Highmindedneſs, Impudenre of 
| G » 
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Brow and a Sheepiſh Unmanlineſs, Arrogance 
and Baſeneſs, a crabbed Sourneſs and fott bs 
eyed Soothing, bound up as many Slaves as 
one another, and triumphed over the weakneſs 
of thoſe they had conquered.  'Treachery 
combined with over-much Officiouſnels, and 
meanCondeſcentions went along with them to 
ſupportTyranny ; Diffidence Gr fooliſh Preſum- 
ption hand in hand ; much Talk and peeviſh 
Silence, looſer Laughter and a Weeping-fit, 
mutually ſucceeding each other. "Thus even 
Contrarteties- conſpired againſt a weak Race, 
were reconciled to do Man an /rjury. But 
though ſome were ſo modeſt as but to ſcatter 
up and dowh among the leaſt:-number of Ve- 
taries ; he could ſee light and unſettled Spirits, 
Selfiſhneſs, littleneſs of Mind, a love of the 
World, Impoſture and Blindneſs in every 
place ; with Machivellian Policy, the Devices 
 andSlights of cunning Cheats ſent to impole 
upon the World, Maſlacres, Plots, Factions, 
' Rebellions----, Dire Preſages were ſeen to fill 
the Heavens, and an hundred thouſand Plagues 
and upwards to hover over head, ready to tall, 
REMORSE and TROUBLE of MIND 
brought up the Rear. ” ; 

Thus all the Vices and the Paſſions were 
banded together againſt frail Man : thus they 
divided and 'ruled their Conqueſts. And in - 
ſuch ſort did all the World ( except a few de» 


ſpiſed 
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ſpiſed Pilgrims ): ſeem unto him enſſaved by 
this Sorcereſs FOLLY, and their hearts ty- 
rarinically poſſeſt by fooliſh hopeleſs Vices. 
Whereinto theſe * Devils were no _- 
ſooner entered, but the Herd (pro- $33 
perly enough fo called) ran violently down a 
ſeep: place into the Lake, and were choked. 

And ſo which way ſoever the ſorrowfal 
Contemplator lookt, he ſaw a thouſand thou- 
ſand Follies, ridiculous Phrenſies, Miſcarriages, 
heavy and numberleſs Calamities, infinite E- 
vils. A ſlight view whereof had heretofore, 
. when he was young, ſuch an effect upon his 
mind, was fo dreadtully amazing, as ſtruck in 
him a reſolution preſently to qujzt the World, 
and. ſeek new Countries out, where Death and 
Sin had got no footing, and where Innocence 
might reſt ſecure from either Violence or 
Fraud. . 
Wearied with ſo diſmalea Profpet, he put 
up his Glaſs, unwilling to view any longer,and 
deſcended to the bottom of the Hill, which 
was waſhed by the River Thamus. Whoſe 
fadly diſcoloured ſtreams had not yet loſt the 
ſtain of a miſerable Slaughter that was ſorrit- 
where rhereabout committed: '- As if rhey even 
bluſhed at mans -Cruclty, were aſhamed*of 
that Barbarity which he gloriedin; and think- 
ing it a very praiſe-worthy Enterprize, fought - 
perhaps to have eterniz'd in Pillars of Stone; 
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gr everlaſting Records. The dejeſted Father 


feeling the-burthen of his Grief unſupportable, - 


fate lumfelf down under - the - fair ſpreading 
ſhade of atall Pine. ' Sorrow had ſunk. his eyes 
into his head, and made. his eye-lids come to- 
gether, and his heart-ſtrings were almoſt rea- 
dy to burſt ; when caſting{in his black melane 
choly thoughts what he had ſeen, he thus ut- 
tered himſelf. '

Folly) are extended ! See, how they are all ted 
in Chains .by this their fooliſh Goddeſs, and ſub+ 
mit their necks to be trodden on by the ſweet De- 
ftroyer ! For of a truth it is mankind is mad, 
ſtark raving mad. They court Miſery, run upon 
the jaws of Hell ; ſa ſottiſhly Vicious, as to mi:

of the Univerſe into Confuſion , Diſcord, and 
Chaos : into that which is many degrees worſe 
than its primitive  Nothingnefs. | Behold even 
how Heaven it ſelf is ( again) aſſaulted by their 
enormous Villanies, their huge Gigantick Crimes ! 
Crimes that are always attended on by Famine,

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which we poor ſilly Mortals both court and dread. 
So that Virtue is now by many thought to be but 
an imaginary Being, a pious Dream, avain phan- 
taſtical Chimera f ſome dull Brain, the dotage 
a moroſe ſtupid Aſcetick ; and made the Worlds 
Fucus to the fouleſt Vices : Fury and Madneſs. 
Sedition and Murther, uſurp the milde and ſacred 
yames of Zeal and Godlineſs. In this lamenta- 
ble decay of Piety, where fhall one find a good man, 
or an honeſt Pilgrim 2 = 

He would have proceeded , Lut that ſome 
Herdſmen driving their Beafts by that way to 
the Market, here diſturbed him. The Beaſts 
were m plump, and skittiſhly played as 
they paſſed by ; not knowing Whither they 
were driven. Alas ( faid he to himlelt)) how 
unconcernedly do theſe poor Cattle now go to be 
ſlaughtered ? They who drive them have onely 
fatted them for this, that they _ now ſell them 
to the Butchers, and their Deaths bear a greater 
rate. Thus fares it with the Pilgrims of theſe 
unhappy times, who after that they ſuffer them- 
ſelves to ke transform'd into Beaſts, and to be 
fatted and\ſtall'd with irrational beaſtly plea- 
ſures, are by themſebves, or their intereſted 
Guides , ſoon ſold over to deſtrution and the 
ſlaughter. | 

After theſe paſſed by others alſo of the 
Country thereabout, that had labour'd very 
hard all that day ; in whoſe looks one wp. 

r 
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read an honeſt and rough Simplicity. Whom 
the good man therefore thought he conld ea- 
Gly enough perſwade to ſeek their own Wel- 
fare ; and to go along with hun, . leaving the 
toilſome and barren Earth unto the more truit-

ful Plains of Paradiſe. And to this end he u- In 


ſed the moſt ſweet and moſt prevailing means, 
diſcourſed very plainly with the poor Drud- 
ges, dealt with all the openneſs and ſincerity 
poſſible concerning their removal and the way 
thither, and left nothing unattempred to make 
them happy. But all in vain; he met with 
fo fierce ( ſo much the more fierce as the more 
unexpected ) oppoſition from theſe beſotted 
Clowns. Inſtead of Simplicity he meets with 
Blantneſs, and a reſolute ill-grounded Refuſal : 
ſo far are they from being perſwaded by the 
plainneſsand the truth of hisDiſcourſe,or at all 
better'd by his ſober Admonitions, that ſome 
of them revile, and orhers fer, and every one 
deſpiſeth him. 

Though the moſt noble-minded 7heofophw 
knew not how to ſorrow for himſelf, yet could 
he not chuſe but deeply ſorrow for theſe enſh- 
ved Wretches. But as he was ſtill difappoin- 
ted, ſo his difappointmenr ſtill made him the 
more ſtrive to obtain, and the more long to be 
in Paradiſe. On which place ( having by this 
time marſhalled , in his ſorrowful thoughts, 
all the deplorable Vanities of the World _ 
. he 
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he had ſeen ) he brake forth. in this marmer 
following, | 

But as for thee, O divine place, how glorious 
art thou ! how great and tranſcendent is thy 
Beauty ! and how defirable is the Vifion of thee 
before all others ! Nothing but thee do I deere ; 
I think of nothing but thee ; my very Enemies can 
witneſs how inceſſantly I praiſe thee, O ſupream 
Beatitude : the Brooks and Winds ( that uſe 
to repeat my words ) can tell as much. Paradile, 
bow do I pant and thirlt after thy Felicity | *Pa- 
radiſe u inſcribed upon my heart in indelible cha- 
raters, and every minute carries the bleſſed name 
of Paradiſe along with it. All the day long my 
thoughts are P thee, and at night my roving 
phant'fie cannot reſt from ſeeking thee out. In 
a Land where no man ſceketh thee, bat every 
one 1s gone aſtray after their own inventions, my 
Soul continually gaſps after thee : yea, in a bar= 
ren and a thirſty Land where no Waters are, and 
where the People have hewen out to themſelves 
broken Ciſterns : forſaken the Wells of the Pro- 
phets, becauſe they flow from thy ſacred Head. 
What ſtudy or coſt have 7 ſpared to learn where- 
abouts thou art ſeated > What have I not under- 
went to make a Diſcovery into thy Celeſtial 
Map? Have I not for this expoſed my ſelf tothe 
fury of raging Winds and the tempeſtuous Main, 
been M5) ps and down by the Storms of Popular 
Zeal, robb's by Pyrates, engulf 'd up in Mijery;

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and oftentimes even ſunk to the bottom with Res 
proach and Calumny > Have. I not in thy et 
quiry ſearched all places, endured both the chill 
told ant{ ſcorching heat of different Clim?s in 
Religion > And what elſe ſhall I do to win thee 

thou fair Objeft of my Aﬀettion * Thou tnoweft 
how laborious, how diligent I have always been 
to fill thee with Inhabitants ; when not onely my 
Adverfaries, but my very Friends alſo { thoſe at 
leaft who profeſs themſelves my Friends ) would 
by their too quarrelſome Piety or open Profane- 
meſs, turn thee into Solitude and a diſpeopled 
Wilderneſs. O that I could pull down Mercy 
and Peace from thy holy place! Why dof? thay 
ot manifeſt thy ſelf unto us, and put an end to 
all our Controverſies? ---0 when will come thoſe 
happy days ?----Will they ever come 2«-=-Tes, did 
but exil'd Charity return, they would then be vc- 
ry near; then ſhall our Divifew be healed, and 
thy Paths ( by conſequence ) crouded. Jn the 
mean while how unhappy are we in theQueſt aſtef 
thee, whom the very eagerneſs and heat of Pur- 
ſuit /ti/ makes us to lole #- --- And ſhall we all 
thus periſh? No ſure, it cannot be. It cannot 
be that any Soul ſhould periſh in the ſearch after 
thee. It cannot be, no more than I can teaſe ti 
love thee; no more than I canceaſe to pant af- 
ter thy Joys. And can Tever do this; can! 
ever forget thee? No. Impoſſible it is for mt 
not #4 extol thee amiing the Childrey of men. 
How 
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Flow deſirous am 7 to tel thy Lovers where 
thou may ſt be found, and how ready to condu& 
humble Souls into thy bliſsful and immortal ſtate ! 
Flow do I long for thee, thou ſure m——_ 
never-fading Pleaſures / Paradiſe the meed an 
recompence of my Travels, Paradiſe the ſole ains 
all my hopes, how fain would T leave theſe Ha- 
itations of Clay, to dwell in thine eternal and 
delightful Manfions ! What would I not give to 
enjoy the liberty of thy Citizens, 0 Jeruſalem, 
Jeruſalem ! ----- Why art thou then thus concea-

led from mine eyes, or what makes me to be de- 
bar'd the fruition of my Lord Why do not ye

ten me. 1s not Truth, preached out of my 
mouth, term d Herefie ; aud Primitive Chriſtia- 
nity, without any further ſcrutiny, trait explo- 
ded?

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CHAP. IV. 
Hzs Viſon. 


N ſuch fort did the dejefed Eremit pour 
4 forth his Soul upon the Banks of the River 
Thamus (whoſe becrimſon'd ftreams well e- 
nough accorded with his Wo, and whoſe waves 
ſeemed to liſten to his words, and then rejoyce 
to report them to each other inſorrowfully-pain- 
ful Eccho's, ) till by the rowling murmurs of 
the Current, and the heavineſs and ſorrows of 
his wearied Spirits, he was eaſily compelled to 
take the reſpite of a little ſleep.

But his Imagination ſuffered him not to 
reſt : for no ſooner had he-let his Senſes go,

ther of miſtaken Devotion. He was for ſome 
while delighted, he faid, to view tne glory and

But the Air at length 
clearing up, and the Fogs diſpelled by the 
bright Rays. of Truth-( the Sw») this ſame 
Temple ( that but lately 'fell) again appears 
to him in greater beauty and ſplendour ; up- 
on whoſe Portal he read, The C HA PPEL Fl

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the Pilgrims tothe HO LT LAND. During 
the whale, there touched his car a fad pleaſing 
harmony of elegiack and mournful Notes in a 
moſt ſoft melodious Air. All which was clo- 
ſed in a ſaddey turn with quick and joyful Zal- 
lelujahs. And as he lookt to know whence it 
came, not yet recover of his penſive fadneſs, 
he ſaw a winged Yopth, asquick as Lightning, 
pierce the Sky,, who ſmilingly approaching him, 
touched him with his wings ; and ſhewing 
him a Mitre richly ſet with curious ſtones, in- 
viſibly held up, having this Inſcription, To 
him that leadeth; thus, with a countenance 
darting forth beams of joy, ſpake, viz. Why art 
thou, Son of Man, thus heavy and caff down, as 
if thy God had forſaken thee > I have hitherto 
(though unſeen) ftill attended on and guarded thy

Having ſaid this, his Guardian Genzus ( who 
had ordered all theſe Shadows, and preſented 
them to his Imagination ) difappear'd, leaving 
in his veins for a long while after, ſuch a ſecrer 
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joy, as made all his bloud leap ; and ſuch x 
calmneſs in his Soul, as made him quite forget 
his paſt diſcomforts. 

However, he'was ſomewhat ſtartled after 
this, at the ſight of a dead Corpſe before his 
feet, beginning to move and ſtand upright. 

This broke the Chains of Sleep, ſetting his 
ſenſes and thoughts at liberty to refle# upon 
what he had feen. All which (except the 
motion of the dead Corpſe ) when he conſi- 
der'd the ſweet comfortable words of his Tu- 
telar Angel, admitted of an eafee interpretation.

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with, was a fair rich Manuſcript of the two 
Covenants in their Original Languages, with 
an antient Liturgical Form of Prayer annext 
thereunto. Next, in- a long -Scrole was con- 
tained the Conſtitutions and the Articles of 
the Primitive Pilgrims. There was allo an 
Emerald>Ring believed ta be of efficacy to pre- 
ſerve Chaſtity,having the whole Hiſtory of the 
Crucifixion . moſt admirably etched on it. 
Wrapt up it was in a ſmall ſhred of Paper, 
bearing this Inſcription, The Gift of the excel 
lent Touth Theophilus. But at the bottom he 
found a Letter, the purport whereof was as 
follows ; viz. 


With Orthodoxus ayd Uranius, i» the ſoli-

Theſe laſt words made him as ſad as the other 
made him joyful. I think, anſwered he, weep- 


ing very fadly, ſaw him once, but ſo alter d 


and chang'd , as 1 ſcarce knew him; and then 
he would not come near me, but ran away, aud ne- 
ver fince can I hear of hin : this uw now the thit- 
tieth month iz which I have not ſpake unto him, 
T bave at laft got Parthenius to travel along 
_ me; and he alſo i ſeeking for one that us 
The charitably-minded Theoſophus gave di-

When they were gone he read over again 
Eubulus his Letter, it being ſo unexpeCted and 
ſo ſurprizing to him, and thought upon it 
with much concern for his three Friends, but 
little for himſelf. Scarce had he read it, when 
he heard a tumultuous noiſe, which as it ap- 
proched ſtill nearer, he diſtinguiſhed to be, 
Where is this heretical Dog 2 did we not ſee him 
here» And inſtantly he was ſurrounded by 
K the rude Country-folk ( that he had 
Chap. + *[ately left) arm'd with Flails,Forks, 
and other ruſtick Weapons that came next to' 
hand. Amongſt whom he faw a young man 
riot like the reſt, of more ingenuous looks, 
which he thought to have ſome reſemblance of 
Theophilus, and more of the old loyal Hegemos 
whom he loved. But as they were ſaying 
their barbarous clutches upon his aged body, 
as if they meant to tear and ſhake him limb- 
meal apieces ; there fell a very great Stor of 
Hail and Rain that diſperſed them all, and 
forced them ( againſt their wills) to leave 
him unto his eſcape. Whereupon his- Deve- 
tion broke our into Songs of deliverance, and

To which they all as quick replied, 
Whither hie you ſo faſt > Is it to aſſaſſmate the 
Tyrant Bafilius? Web, after your work is finiſh- 
ed, pray fail not to meet us at Bethaven, where 
we long to hear you relate the Tranſattions of St. 
Peter's Court. Nor will we our ſelves be lacking 
to entertain you with a ſatisfattory account of the 
ſtrange ſucceſs our Stratagems have hitherto had 
agdinft that religious heretical Sot Theoſophus 
axd his Adherents. So farewel : Let Hell pro. 
Jper your defignes. The moſt pious and peace- 
able Theoſophus not much regarding their An- 
ſ{wer, or wicked Plottings, made haſte away ; 
glad to be ſo eaſily rid of his decerved Adver- 
laries, and with but ſmaZintent to meet them 
at the appointed place, Although the name 
and praftices of Mariaxa were notoriouſly e- 
naugh 7»famons, yet this honeſt Eremite be- 
fore now could never be induced to believe 
him an Accomplice of them , who in publick 
{trove to appear his moſt inveterate and jar- 
ring Enemies. So horrid a confederacy and fa- 
miliarity betwixt two ſuch ſeeming oppolite 
Parties, was too ſtrong for his Faith, and made 
bum now almoſt miſtruſt his Senſes. Having 
got free from them, he ſpent the whole night

He was afterwards encountered by ſeveral 
other Companies. And though he came not 
off always free from violence, yet ſtill found 
deliverance ; a ſure, ifnot an eaffe one. Which 
Encounters, for that they were many, and the 
remembrance of them, might perhaps prove 
troubleſome to a few gaod men, are 'wholly 
omirted. 

Thus being purſued by all Parties, 'and of- 
tentimes hardly clcaping with life, he wander- 
ed many a weary ſtep through overgrown 
Woods and dark ſolitary Recelſes, abſconding 
himſelf in Caves and Grotto's , till at laſt he 
ſettled in a poor Hut, that for ſecrefie and the 
hearneſs of a certain Oratory, commented"it 
ſelf before all others. It wasindeed not much 
indebted to A#t, but rarely well accommoda- 
ted with all natural Conveniencies for a recluſe 
life ; and being immur'd/in by the green and 
prickly cloſure of a kind Thicket, was almoſt 
render'd ſecure from the violence of- wild. 
Beaſts, and the queſt of humane Malice; as if 
it had been purpoſely deſigned at firſt by rhe 
carefal induſtry of Providence, a Sanctuary in 
future times to ſome perſecuted religious Anz 
chorite. Here that _ _=_ t _ 
Theoſophus, reſted to expe the event of the 
Vit by making this retreat from the World 
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[116] 
preparatory and effettual thereunto ; chiefly, I 
think, encouraged to tract the foot-ſteps of In- 
nocence in ſuch a rural ſo/itude as this, and to 
chalk out a ſafe way to the heavenly Canaan. 


CHAP. VI. 


A remarkable Accident which during his 
Concealment happened to bim. 


Nd accordingly a while before the Cele- 
A bration of Eaſter, he uſed to ſearch the 
wild unfrequented places thereabouts, and Leat 
the Hedges and by-ways, to find out and fet 
aright any ſolitary wandring Pilgrim.

Thereupon 
his thoughts crowding too faſt upon, each o- 
ther, were forced at length to burſt out into

The Penitents Sickneſs, and Signs of 
Recovery. 


T this the charitable Father,almoſt ſtruck 
like him, believing that his Spirit then 
had quite vaniſhed, and that now nothing 1n 
him of life was any longer remaining,z fell 
down with him to the ground, . Such a de» 
ſperate lifele(s ſtupor had indeed benumm'd the 
; poor wretches Soul, that although the touch 
and preſſure of a Prophet has proved vital and 
ſalutary to more than one, and the embraces 
and rhe expanſion of a man of God reviving fo 
many a dead 5inner, yer could this produce no 
effect upon the appearing Corple, 

Whereupon, atter the Father had a little re« 
covered himſelt, and was able, he went to pre» 
pare a Grave. When as he was going, the. re» 
membrance. of his Vifton, Promiles ot his God, 
and Jate apparition of an-enliven'd . Carcaſs, 
ſoon called him back, and bad him not diſtruſt 
the Yeracity of him that could not Lye. _ 

Being therefore come home into: the hole 
of hisdevout-Hermitage,and having laid down 
his-ſad burthen, and. wept over it.; he made a 
itit>' Il 4 gentle 
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gentle Fire ( for it is near an impollibility to 
do any good in this caſe, if the Fires of Zeal be 
either extini or over-vehement ) to cxpel the 
cold and noxious Vapours. To it he brought 
the ſenſeleſs body, in which he knew the Soul 
was buried ; and lett not off applying ſuch Re- 
wvocatives as he had always at hand, till he felt 
warmth therein, next breath : And at laſtcame 
a deep figh, (a glad note you will fay however 
of life) which was followed by this ſhort 
moan, O Eubulus, Eubulus ! ----- But here he 
ſtopt, not able to” go further. This fo filled 
the ſpirits of Theoſophus with joy, that ( as his 
cuſtom was) he could not torbear running 
out into Hymns of Praiſe and thankful Ac- 
knowledgments. Befſides,it pleaſed him much 
to hear Exbulus named above any other ; as 
either longing perhaps to hear: ſome news of 
his long-abſent Friend, or elſe not knowing 
the true cauſe, willing to attribute it to a ſ« 
pernatural Impulſe; and even reckon the very 
calling and ſecking after that reverend Phyft> 
cian of Souls, ſome kind of preſage of Recove- 
ry. Now marking the lines of his face, he re- 
colleed how that amongſt the tumultuous - 
Ruſticks in their late Aſſault, he had obſerved 
his forward fury, and had often liſtened to the 
Character given' him by this fame worthy 
perſon, whom returning to himſelf, he pre- 
tently called for. All which made _——

But he obſerves his Patient, in whoſe pale - 
languid face but juſt afore there ſhone the res 
mains of ſuch feminine ſweetneſs and winni 
prettineſs, to be now covered over with*Bot- 
ches and Plague-ſores, with the cruſt of aLe- 
proſie, and the ruptures of Violence, ſcorched 
up with burning Fevers, and the Calenture of 
an intemperate Diet : toffur'd with-ſharp Do> 
lours, with grievous twingingsof Conſcience; 
ſo that he looked upon him-as the moſt defor- 
med and the moſt loathſome Monſter in the 
whole Univerſe, the moſt miſeralle Wretch, 
vile unhappy Caitive, that ever tus eyes! bes 
held. Yet even' this increaſed (nor lefſexed) 
his care and hopes. For the breaking out and 
the knowledge of the Diſeaſe, he'took to be the 
firſt and moſt neceſſary ſtep towards its Cure; 
and the ſuret prognoſtick of meyding. 1! 
: It would have daxnted I believe the moſt * 
daring Sinner, have fopt him-in/ his full cap! 
riere,but to have beheld here thefoulneſs of Vice 
wwmaskt ; whoſe ghaſtly affrighting looks'de 
prived. of all their adventitious beauty andfalle

reſt in my bones, by reaſon of my fin ;-— : My 
wounds ſtink and are corrupt through my fooliſh- 
neſs ---: My loins are fil d with a ſore diſeaſe, 
and there is no ſoundneſs in my fleſh. T7 am fee- 
ble and fore broken---- : I roar therefore for the 
very diſquietneſs of my heart : my heart 'panteth, 
my ſtrength faileth me, and the light of my eyes 
goue from me.---— And I truly aw ſet 'in the 
plague, --== Plal.

In this moanful Ditty ( which was ſtillnow 
and then interrupted with grievous fighs and 
throbs) he went on lamenting the foulneſs of 
his Diſeaſe, and folliciting.with great earneſt- 
neſs the comfortable ſuccour and: healing 7 _ 
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of - his merciful Redeemer : that Touch whiicti 
was alone able to cure the'Lamacy of a diſtem- 
per'd brain, the complicated ills of an obſtru- 
Qed Spirit, and e his Mind anew. by 
uelodging thoſe helliſh Furies that veſted within 
bis breaſt. Having uſed this'and ſome other 
ſelect forms, he concluded all in the moſt'ex- 
cellent Comprizal- of devout ſorrow., H{ave 
mercy upon me-—Plal. 51. to the end. 

After he had lain a good while in this hum- 
ble and penitent poſture, his looks began to 
be chearful, his paleneſs to be ting'd with a lits 
tle red, his deformities grew leſs, and his ſores 
dryed up into ſcurf. 7heoſophus,who by theſe 
glad ſignes was aſcertained that his inward 
parts were now thorowly rinced and gargled 
by thoſe pargative: Doſes he had afore given 
him , thinks time to anoint his Sores with a 
© certain generous Balſam. Some call it Balm 
of Gilead, others the Pawarion of the Goſpel, 
but all know it to be the-Blowd of Chriſt, and 
that nothing elſe can cure a broken wounded 
Soul ;. nor evex.that, it the Wounds be not firſt 
made clean (for elſe how can it operate ? ) by 
the drops of a 'vy carmge' Contrition.. He bad 
his Patient rely upon the Mercies of God, and 


the faving Name of JESUS; and having 


diſcourſed to him about an hour, of the nature 
and the efiefs of Repentance, ( which will be 
too long toinſert here ) conctading, with ſome

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obſervations on Spiritual Joy , told-him-thar 
by the vertue of this heavenly Balſam ( if he

He next day therefore. being the great 
Chriſtian Feſtival of Eafter, the young 

man aroſe betimes to welcome the Mornings 
San of Righteouſneſs, that now began to dawn 
upon his Soul, and to dartin thither his beams 
of Life. He fancied himſelf new riſen from: 
the death of Sin, freed from the corruption'of 
the Grave, and the eternal priſons of. the ne- 
thermoſt Pit. Of the Miracle of this day he 
had ſogreatan Inſtance upon himſelf, that ever 
alter he uſed to commemorate- it as the Feſti- 
valboth of hs Lord's and {-by thevertue there- 
of ):of bs own Reſurre&ion.

- 7ou ſee, my dear 
Touth ( ſays he, ſtretching out his hands to 
Heaven in an holy amazedneſs ) the power of 
that Soveraign Balſam ! you know who made it, 
and who 66, 1 at the expence of a Miracle for 
your ſake, and that alſo no ordinary one, even 
the God of Nature : he has, you ſee, condeſcen- 
ded to form you anew, and reinſtate you In Grace, 
by giving .you another {and a much better) life. 
Be thankful therefore, good Son, and pay your 
Vows this day at his Altar : run forth, 1 adviſe 
you, and meet now the King of Glory, the Prince © 
of Salem, the Emperor of the Holy Land. If 
you to this, he will pardon all your Miſdeeds, 
will cure all your Dileaſes, an?! will enter you 
into the Bedrol of his Pilg rims. Now he is pre- 
paring to feaſt you at his Table, he expetts to 
find you there,that he may number you among. his 
\ Saints and Followers, the redeemed ones of lirael. 
QMethinks I ſee you, dear Friend ( my Patient / 
will call you no longer ) prepared to entertain him 
within your heart, and am glad to ſee that {You 
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need not my invitation. Wherefore T ſhalt re- 

ſerve what T had to ſay to you, for them that lack 

it more. So he left him unto his private Me> 

ditations and Prayers. | 
When not long — inveſted himſelf 

in an holy ( but penitential) dreſs, he was 


beautiful Temple not far off, in the midſt of a 
gloomy religious Wood, commodiouſly enough 
leated for the devout retirement of the perſcs 


ted upon a ſmall riſing, decently built, and for 
the convenience thereof a long while reſorted 
unto by Pilgrims of af Ranks and Conditions. 
. But ſince the Roads to Feruſalem began to be 

wunfrequented, this alſo was ſcarce ever viſited; 
unlels now and then by a few old decrepit 
Beggars. 

Hither they came, and having entred this 
holy place, they fell down proſtrate upon.theit 
faces, worſhipping towards the Eaſt. They 
"had not lain long upon the cold Pavement; 


the Delights which are at his right hand , 
before their ears were touched with the Sighs 
and ſoft Ejaculations of ſome religious Devotes.

long ſought after, in ſucb a place, with ſuch a 
Friend ; and to receiye them-both- in ſafety, 
whom he heard the wild Foragers of the Vois 
ſinage thereabouts had torn' and devoured. 
Nor- was their Joy any whit a/ayed through 

«the reverence of the place , which hindred 
them-from ſo much as ſpeaking to eachother ; 
but rather increaſed by their mutual aſſiſtance 
and fervency of Devotion, with all the zncrea- - 
ſes that a religious Jdy is capable of, 

The firſ# Solemnities were done, and the 
Morning-Sacrifice- offered up, when Theoſophus ' 
made {o powerful and divine an Exhortation, 
Inghly valuable for: its Eloquence, Solidity, 
and Piety, to uſher in the Feaſt; that nothing 
but the length could tempt'me to omit. One 
paſſage however I cannot forget ; for having 
excellently diſcourſed upon the Author and 
Dignity of that heavenly Treat, he tells thoſe 
few who were preſent, © That it was not meant 
*to pamper their Luſts, or make them proud 
* or4azy in the way : but to be their YViaticum 
* and {piritual Repaſt in their Journey to Hea- 
* ven; whence the /ſraelites leaving the Brick- 
* kils-and ſlavery of Egypt, to paſs through the 
* Wilderneſs unto the Land flowing with Milk © |} 
* and Honey, received it in the poiture of 2ra- * 

* velling, with their Loyns girt, Sandals 'on 
* their teet, and a Palmers Statl in their hands, 
* Exod. c. 12. v.12. After

After which , with what humble deport- 
ment and veneration did they approach the 
holy Altar! With what raviſÞments of joy did 
they come to this Celeſtial Banquet ! With 
what a ſteddy and- firm reſolution did they 
purpoſe to folow their prime Leader JESUS, 
through all Difficulties and Hazards, unto the - 
bappy Land of Promiſe ! 

But as ſoon as the bleſſed JESUS, the, 
glorious and peaceable Prince of Feruſalem, 
deſcended with Myriads of Angels atrending on 
him, how did their hearts b«r» within them '! 
with what tranſcendency of Love, and vehe- 
mericy of Defire, did they addreſs him ! But 
here I am ſtruck dumb with reverence and a» 
mazement, undble to deſcribe this ſacred My- 
ſtery; which the Angels do with awfw/ admi- 
ration delight to look into. 
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CHAP; IX. 
The Penitents Regeneration. 


© tEver was its effe&t more viſible upon a» 
ny, than upon this young happy Con- 
vert. Through the myſterious efficacy here- 
of, he was wonderfully chang'd into another 
man. It drove away his tyranvick Luſts and 
pleaſant Torturers , making them loſe their 
hold : made his curſt Executioners flee frigh- 
tened from him ; his vain Deſires, withevery 
cruel Vice and Murtherer of his Soul, diſap- 
pear. His Senſes were releaſed, his Brain diſ- 
enchanted, all his filthy and helliſh Inmates ex- 
orciſed, not ſo much asone left behind, but all 
driven out, by the Prieſts ſacred Charm, The 
Body of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt—-: thole ſweet, 
thole all-powertul words! Thus ſet at liber- 
ty, he became free to give himſelf unto him 
who had freed him. And thus waſhed and 
cleanicd in the bloud of the holy Lamb, he 
preſented his Body to be from thencetforth a 
pureand hallowed 7emple, and his Soul a chaſt 
devoted San#uary, unto the divine Spirit, the 
Spirit of Purity and Holineſs. 
Freſh and holy thoughts began IO 


o 
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bud and: bloom within his mind ; all his Mem- 
bers grew again like unto a little Infants : a 
clean purified heart was formed in lieu of the 
other ; and ( that which divine Mythologiſts 
name) the od man rotted quite away, through 
Gods anticreative power. So that the Quere 
of that Jewiſh Rabbi, How can a man that is 
old be born again 2 Joh. 3. would here haye 
been evinced by plain unanſwerable matter of 
fact. * Thoſe tortures of Conſcience 
which he had endured, were unto 
him the Pangs and Throws of this Second Birth. 
Whence his veins are now all filled with new 
Sap and vital Juice ; every part of him is re- 
generate ; his breaſt agitated by + a free, a 
right Spirit ; and that lite "I

the moſt healthful and ſprightly vigor. There 
appears ſuch beauty in his + ſuch lively 
 Angelical force in his ations , that even. his 
Guide ( though conſcious of the change ) di 
ſcards his memory, and miſtakes him for a C;- 
tizen dropt down from the Celeſtial Feruſa- 
lem. 

It will not be an unpardonable Digrotien 
in this place, I hope, to acquaint you with what 
I have been told by the Pilgrims of thoſe days, 
concerning , this bleſſed Alteration in the 
young returning ſinner. For though the

Do not his Eyes, (faid they one to another)

They rejoyced extreamly ( for.at the con- 
verſion of a Sinner there is joy not, ., -.. 

7, but w 
upon Earth,by all good menand good women 
that know it, Pſal. 119.. 74.) that bis Ears 
which were fo deaf, ſhould now be open to 
God's Word ; that they ſhould be ſealed up fo 


« faſt againſt all impureand wanton Talk, a- 


gainſt all the temptations.of alluring Sirexs, 
apainſt Ribaldry and Profaneneſs, uncharitable 
and offenſive Language, biting Raillery, the 
witty Reproaches of the Age and all the yain 

ri1ons of a lawlels 
Member. 

As alſo that his Tongue ( that little fooliſh 
part ) formerly diſordered with ſo 
many wild Extravagancies, with 4494 
Blaſphemies and Oblccenity, Perjuries and De- 
famations ; with the whiſpers of Calumny, of 
Peeviſhneſs and Diſcontent, with a trifling and 
ſcoffing Wit, with ſmooth Flattery and a vaun- 
ting Humour ; ſo as to laſh out into all the 
exceſſes of Impiety or Folly ; ſhould now be 
worm'd of that curriſh madneſs, and compos'd 
anew to diviner ſtrains, Hymns of Love and 
Praiſe. bn Rk 2d 

They could not but admire (O 
bleft Admiration!) to ſee bs Hal —_— 
K 4 that 
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that were not long before fd with Violence, 
now lifted up in Prayer, and reach'd forth in 
The Fees, Charity : And to ſee his Feet, which 

et were once ſo ſwift to ſhed Bloud, 
now to zread in the ways of Peace and Meek- 
eſs. They could not but admire to ſee ſuch 
polluted Hands and Feet waſhedat the Altar, and 
the .Leprofie that covered them, wiped off: 


But all this they ceaſed to admire, , as ſoon $ 


"they confider'd the Goodneſs and the Power 
his Redeemer, and remember'd. mo## of them 
the /ike Change not Tong before experimented 
upon themſelves. - 4B, 

He hath indeed other Deſires and other Paſ« 

ſions, other Hopes and' 0» 

Tor Change amiourel. ther Reſolutions than a- 
fore he had: his Labours, his Studies, his very 
Divertiſements; all his Words, and Endea- 
vours, and Performances, have no Agreeable- 
refs with what they were; are more ſatisfaCto- 
ry than ever, more eligible and more delight- 
tul. For his Curft and Wolfſþ nature is chan« 
ged into the Simplicity and Meekneſs of the 
Lamb ; and the Malice of Serpents that was in 
him, is expelF'd by the Innocence of 'the Dove. 
Vaſtly different are his Sentiments, a great 
deal calmer and wiſer ; his judgment ke, opt- 
nion of things ( for the moſt part) quite con- 
trary to what they had been : Thoſe toyi/h 
Pleaſures which he fo eagerly purſued and ” 
TT, Wh. + 45 
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ted after, with as great abhorrency he xauſe- 
ates and leaths : His Palate reliſhes nothing 
but drvine and holy Nutriment, nothing of an 
Farthly (much leſs of an Heliſh) Guſto, of a 
Fire and Brimſtone-hogo. Even the coarſe? Au- 
ſterities of Religion afford him more fatisfaftion 
and pleature, than the very Softneſgs and: De- 
licaczes of Celia's bewitching Beauty. All her 
Fucuſſes and Charms prove too weak to pre- 
vail againſt him ; for that his mind is fixed up- 
on xobler Objects, his Soul diſengaged from the 
World and from the Fleſh, and all his Senſes 
freed at length from the Vaſſallage of Vice. 
If any man begins to wonder at fo ſtrange 
Events, at ſo total and miraculous a Tranſmu- 
tation, and has not, fo it be real, any diſlike; 
againſt it ; he is in a fair way, if he perſiſt, 
willing, to efte& the ſame upon himſelf: O- 
therwiſe, if he thinks it was not worthy of the 
Joy and Admiration that it cauſed in the cha- 
ritable Devotes, who - were Contemporaries, 
and blames them therefore ; he muſt be et- 
ther very ill-natur'd, or very inſenſible; and, 
I fear, in a worſe ſtate than he apprehends. It 
pleaſes me much that their Charity was as 
ſignall as his Converſion ; no wonder if this 
heavenly Penitent become {trait the love and 
the delight of the little Tribe. © *

Uſt then as they were ſpeaking , they 
thought they heard a ng.at the outer 
wicket of the Lodge : And as ſoofl as. it was & 
pened, who ſhould they find waiting there,bur 
this very ſame Exbwus ; whom their joy pre- 
ſeatly introduced 2 Which joy was ſogreat, 
that.a. good while was ſpent in: profound ga- 
Zing eq each other, in mutual Embraces, and 
in all the Arts of fevr endearments ; afore 
they knew bow to expreſs it in words,or wel- 
come ( any otherwile ) their long-expeQed 
Stranger. 

The firſt who broke ſilence was the young 
Penitent : © Pray tell me ( faid he ) my dea- 
* reſt Monitor, how you came this day to 
* leave us ; tell me, good Enbulus, why we 
* parted fo abrupty at the Temple. I was 
*:een afraid you had forgot me. You ſee, my 
* dear Son (ſaid Eubulus) that for your fake 
* T am returned again ſo ſoon: nor .could I in 
* truth be any longer abſent from you, al- 
* though I knew you here to be fate enough; 
* yea, as well as my heart could wiſh =u 
"My 
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« My rejoycitig was almoſt unutterable , to 
find _— to 8, in ſo holy a placeand poſtare 
+ as I did : and much more to find you (poins 
' tingat Theoſophus ) with this Reverend man. 
© But pardon me if I could not tarry then ts 
© ſpeak unto you, through fear of ſuch Irregus 
t harities as might perchance have happened, 
© had I left the care of thoſe poor Pilgrims I 
* condufted thither. Whence T carried them 
* ſtrait to a Shepherds Cottage hard by, who is 
© called Yranius, more innocently pleaſant than 
t thoſe of whom Arcadia boaſts; and unto 
* him have committed them, until you alſo bs 
« fitted for the Journey, ſo as to bear them 
* company. 

The Youth could not here forbear from 
embracing him again, and telling him how 
much he longed to be on this Journey to the 
Holy Land. And as the two aged Fathers 
were diſcourſing about their great Concerns, 
he could think of nothing but his Journey, and 
the miraculouſneſs of his recovery from the 
Grave. 'All within him was traxſport of Joy 
and Gladneſs, and in the very midſt of his D- 
ſcourſe he would fay unto himſelf , © Rejoyce 
therefore, O my Soul, and praiſe thy Lord, who 
has at laſt brought thee back unto himſelf. Re- 
joyce with me, ye glorious Spirits who attend his 
Throne, being always ready to congratulate the 


| recovery of a dyinz Soul ; and all ye who have 
M left 
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left the World and put on Palmers Weeds, that 
there is one more added to your number. - I have 
received the Calice of Salvation, and will there- 
fore be glad: My Soul ſhall always praiſe the 
Lord. And then he would ſtart, and ſpeak a- 
ain to his Friends, and then ſpeak inwardly to 
Fimſelf, But what made thee to be ſo kind to me, 
boly Jeſu 2 What have I ever done to merit thus 
thy favour > Couldeſt thou ſee any thing worthy 
of thee, in a leprous Soul ſpotted with thoſe in- 
xwmerable Stains and Defilements? Thus was 
he fixed upon Heaven , and thus converſed 
with the place of his Defire : whereas none can 
conceive the pleaſure of his thoughts, but thoſe 
good Souls who have at any time felt the like, 
and are not altogether unacquainted with C- 
leſtial Raviſhments. Then preſently he took 
Eubulus, and with all the expreſſions of Grati 
rude imaginable, related unto him aſide, what 
great things the ou and wiſe Theofophus had 
done for his Soul, the ſeveral paſſages of his 
Sickneſs, and the whole courſe of its Cure. He 
now divided. his Joy with his Grief, fo as not 
one ſhould leſſen the other, and fo as you could 
not guels which was the greateſ# ; while he 
told him of the many Diſeaſes of his Sin-fick 
Soul, and the [xfernal Troops that had haun- 
ted him, and cohabited with him, and how mi- 
raculouſly he was reſcued from their Tyranny ; 
' aggravating the foulneſs of his Crimes, and the 
| baſeneſs 
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5 of his Apoſtacy, and extolling as hi 
- 7, able the Goodneſs of rar Jwkn-4 
This was very glad News, you may be ſure, 
to his Exbulus ; who would have been content 
to hear hima longer while recount thoſe pret- 
ty ſad Occurrences and joyful Changes. 

When Theofephus, the Sun being about ſet- 
ting, called them to fit down to a frugal Sup- 
per. Now becauſe it was a day fo ſolemn, in 
which, beſides, the divine Goodneſs brought 
all thefe things to paſs; a Feaſt 'to them of 
ſuch great Rejoycing both for what it remem- 
berd, and for what had happen'd in it ; one 
part of Theoſophus his Vition hereby being 
happily fulfil'd, and rhey ſo ſurprizingly met : 
Betore they fate down, they judged it fit there- 
fore to ſend up their Praiſes ( with the Choir 
of all Creatares ) to the ſupreme Majeſty. of 
Heaven.and Earth. For they ( good Souls) 
who thought themſclves bound at .// times, 
and for all things , to pay Him tributary 
Thanks, could not at zhjs time, and for fo 
things, forbear from turning their Congratula- 
tions of each other, into Adorations of Hin. 
*Doth not ( faid one of them ) every Crea- 
* ture which is in Heaven, and on the Eartl1, 
* and under the. Earth, and ſuch as are in the 
« Sea, and all that are in them, bow downand 
* worſhip our Creator? And can we aloxe-of 
'all his Creatures be filent > Then. they 
M } bowed 
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bowed all three, and faid, Glory be to God oh 
high ! Bleſſing, honour, glory and power, be nnto. 
him that fitteth upon the Throne, and unto. the 
Lamb for ever. Bleſſed be the Lord our God 
from everlaſting to everlaſting. With Seraphins, 
Cherubins, Thrones, Virtues, Powers, Domina-« 
tions, Principalities, Archangels, Angels, the holy 
Animals ſurrounding the Throne + the Great 
King, the four and twenty Elders, all the migh+ 
ty Princes and glorious Lovers, in that happy 
Court, all the heavenly Hoſts, with theſe and af 
the Pilgrims arrived there, Patriarchs, Prophets, 
| Apoſtles, Evangeliſts, Martyrs, Confeſſors, Vire 
= Widows, holy Doftors, and all holy and 
wmble Men and Women; we praiſe thee, we 
bleſs thee, we worſhip thee, we give thanks a+ 
to thee, and ſhall ever love, O God, to celebrate 
thy Glories.--- For this let no profane Perſon 
blame their Pzety. 

After they were ſeated at the Table, and 
the Supper was bleſſed, Theoſophus ſaid to Ex- 
blus, * You ſatisfied me ; but now how much 
© Calodulus ſtirr'd himſelf to get off the impre- 
* ſonment from you', and-both my other 
* Friends and dear Afiſtants! but I longito 
* hear how you have ſucceeded in your Labours. 
The Youth told him alſo, He was impatient to 
know what had befallen him, ſince be was ta- 
ken from him by thoſe ill men ; and where 
he'eame to light on thoſe Pilgrims whom. he 
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ſpake of, Eubu{us promiſed; to. tell them in 
order what they deſired, andthes wk: 
_* Moſt -Reverend Father; -;J;boo/ophw, aftor 
' that you bad ſept- me out; together with my: 
* worthy Fellow-labourers- in\Chriſt,, Orthe- 
« doxus and: Vranivs; toe viſit:the Roads and: 
© Highways, with charge that. we ſhould bring 
* to you all the:Sick ani]. the Lame we, 
* find, to: be healed and made whole; and-that 
* we ſhould give PucQions to, and et aright 
' as many. as {iraggle out-of+ their way, and 
« proffer them ſale coodutt to the Holy Land ; 
* and hed therefore diſpoſed. us for ſeveral parts, 
* that we. might-bring the more in unto you, 
i gnd gather-a company of Pilgrims not incag- 
* ſiderable far their number : Weall, after a- 
© bout a years Travels, met tagether, On 
* to our promile, -in the delighttal Vally of A- 
© dena, to give. each other. an account of gyr: 
* ſucceſs ; but. without any. jatent of returning 
* back to you as. yet, We had {ad Stories/ e- 
* nough to tell one to another;! and here we 
* paſſed ſome weeks, employing them as well 
" 8s we could. 1 ſhould be gf a yery hard na- 
* ture, if I could: without Tears relate unto. you 
* how ill we (ueceeded. | For though we ſaid 
* never ſo much, we could not perſwadg the 
* Sick that they were ſo; and thole who halted 
* thought themſelves to rw2 in the: Patbs of 
* Righteouſneſs : they that werg: poer, eſteemed 
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* themſelves moſt rich; and they that were 


* miſerable, moſt bappy : If any one was ſo miſ+ 
© led as to loſe himlelf, he yet verily believed 
*'that all the World beſide was oft, and he 4+ 
* fone in the Way which would bring him to 
«Paradiſe. Nay, ſome thought they ſhould 
« poſſes the Canaan of the Bletſed, without fo 
* much'as jou guar. the Red Sea, or paſ- 
* ſing over Fordan; without being baptized in- 
* to the Death of Chriſt, or prifed in the Ri- 
«ver of Life that parts our eternal Happineſs. 
* As many 2s were able ray from us, and thoſe 
* that wete '»ot able, made a ſhift to crawl away, 
*and. kick at us. My. Advice was diſguſtful 
*and harſh : Orthodoxus's Reaſon not at all a- 
« greeable to their Errours :' and even the Plea- 
* ſantneſs and divine Eloquence of our Z/ranius 
©-liked ot. Weall faffered very much, onely I 
* think if there were any difference of our Suf- 
* ferings, Orthodoxus had the hardeſt meaſure. 
* Having now paſt theſe Storms and Brunts of 
*the World, here T told you' we thought to 
© reff. T1: 138 

© But the HOLY WAR growing lil 
* more fierce , we could not expet to lic long 
© hid ir our beloved Retirement. The Soul: 
*diers who were ſent to ravage that part of 
*the Country, quickly found us ont; and made 
*us their Priſoners. As we were tumultuouſly 
*carried thente; ' (Good God !.) how joy 
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«diſmal ſights had we before us, and round a- 
bout us? I am ſure it was not overepleaſant 
©ro our eyes t9 fee ſuch Harras and Havock 
« made every-where'; to ſee the Earth laden 
* with dead Bodies, and the Waters mixed and 
c _ with _ The Pooh = qa 
« might. g/ut their Emvy, with feging what 
Fes ol In truth, nothing ever frighted us 
* more. 4 

© My Friends, I have often ( faid Theoſophw) 
* lamented by my ſelf the Folly of theſe -Pil- 


*« prims now-a-days, who maintain this Foy 


* War; a War which is not, alas, to wir ( as 
*of old it was) the Holy Land, or gain the 
*Feruſalem of the Lord ; but even about the 
*Way thither. Than which, my Exbulus, can 
* any thing be more ridiculous, more unhap- 
© pily ridiculous > Tt would be a very ſtrange 
* madneſs, methinks, in any one, to-denounce 
* open Hoſtility againſt all fach as do not go 
* with him in the ſame Road. 
* Yet ſo it was (faid Zubidus ) by theſe. 
* Pilgrim-Souldiers who profeſſed to fight un- 
© der his Banner who is Lord of all the mighty 
* Hoſts; we were ſeized in that place, onely for 
* not going the way as they did : . In that we 
* thought it ſafeſt ro be condutted'by Moſes 
* and Aaron, the Secular and Eccleſtaſtick Pow- 
*efs ; ( quietly following them thorough this 
* World; this Wilderneſs of Sorrow and miſhaps, 
Le oo : 6 into 
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« into the Land-of Plenty and Gods faith- 
* ful Promiſes, which 5 on the o:her ſider) 
«and refuſed to.joyn with any gainfaying Cp 
* rab or rebellious Dathays againſt the Prieſtly 
*or the Kingly Office ; ſo tobe ſwallowed. yp 
© into Hell with the Tranſgreſſors. I thank 
© my God heattily- for whatever I ſuſtajnedat 
« their hands, and ſhall quite paſs ir oves, QOg- 
* ly the loſs of a ſmall Casket which juſt before 
« we were taken'I threw unwillingly into the 
* River, doth now ſomewhat trouble me: for 
* loking back; I think I ſaw a young man * 
© take 1t-uP. , 

With that Theoſophus delivers to him the 
little Box, which had cauſedſuch a Commotion 
in him, when on the ſhore of Thamw his me- 
lancholy ſtream, he lay a-while agone fo low 
dejected. + This, as he deſigned it ſhould, fur- 
prized Eubulus very ſkrangely. Who with 
great ſigns of, wonder taking it into his hands, 
and kiſling it, deſired 'to know by what Pro- 
vidence he came by it. ln-anſwer wherennto 
Theoſophus gave him the Story, in as few words 
as he could, of what had; paſſed ſince their de- 
parture, and of his meeting with the two 
Youths Parthenius and Theophilus. F. 

So riſing from Supper, ſatisfied with the 
good things that Providence had prepared, 
and refreſht with ſuch pious and profitable Re- 
lations; they ended it —_———

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Chrift our Paſſover is ſacrificed for ws, therefore 
let us keep the Feaſty——- 1 os C5, V. al 
Theſe three Friends, while they fate at Table, 
were much more delighted with the ſweets of 
Temperance and innocent Mirth,: than others 
are. ufually with all the abundance of a luxus 
rious Feaſt ;_ and when they roſe, were not, 
rendred unapt to praiſe him who had' fed 
them. 

Eubulus would have put off what remained, 
to another opportunity , but-that Theoſaphus 
was willing to hear it out, and the young Con- 
vert was very uneaſie, till he knew what be- 
fel him, after they two were ſeparated, 

*Well, faid Eabxlu, 1 will proceed: We 
* were, as I have.told you ( ſpeaking to 7Thea- 
' ſophus ) by: the, diligent working of that Ca- 
« lodulus, a molt.. fartbful Servant, you know, 
* unto, the Loyal. Philanax ( that but lately 
* was {0 judicially and yet fo barbarouſly but- 
* cher'd ;) {o0n- ſet at liberty. You may re- 
* member-alſq that I told you by what Art 
« of: his, Theomachus was prevailed with ta re- 
« leaſe, Orthodaxws,, who was in danger to tat- 
* ry behind us. Thus we, wha expeCted none 
« other de/zverybut that of Death, were by the 
* graciqus aprountment of Heaven, after a vc- 
* ry ſhort ſtay,. dezvered. Orthodoxus there-

N the morrow the good old man and his 
| Gueſt walking forth into the Fields to 
delight themſelves with the pleaſane reſurreQi- 
on of the Spring, very melancholy that Eaubw 
lus had 'the night afore fo left them, they di- 
ſcourſed together, remembring his parti 
words concerning this intended Pilgrimage to 
ſeek out the Site of Paradiſe.

difown'd quite my former ſelf, receiv'd at your 
hands a ſecond Lite; and therewith learnt al- 
moſt to forget my paſ# one.

I was born on that happy.day wherein all 
Hearts were glad to fee the great Bafilius af 
cend his Fathers Throne; and was ſoon after 
ſolemnly initiated; by Proxies, into the Chri- 
ſtian Faith.. - Ever fince I have worn the Badge 
thereof, and am. called TZMOTHETUS; for at 
the ſacred Font I received that Name : there 
the holy man took me into his arms and blef- 
ſed me.

Which as ſoon as I 
perceived to be crowded with fuch vaſt mul- 
titudes of people, expreſſing Mirth and Jollity 
in their face and geſture, 1 could not be long 
detained from mixing, my ſelt among them, 
to find if there was any thing worthy to. de- 
light ſo numerous and confuſed an Oglio of all 
Languages and Nations. | = 
Bur as I was joyning my ſelf unto this plea- 
fant Crew, there came up to me a venerable

ordinary vehamence , he was interrupted by 
them; for they had now perceived him di- 
ſcourſing with me, and knew preſently what 
was therein his deſigne. Wherefore ſome of 
them plucked him by the Beard, others flung 
Dirt at him, ſome alſo ſpitting in his face, call'd 
him 0d Dotard, whilſt even Boys too taunted 
and reviled him, and the moſt moderate of a- 
ny bad him depart.

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Their immodeſt Pranks and filthy Pleaſures, 
their laſcivious Glances , their Dreſſes, their 
Motions, Gellies, paſſionate and languiſhing 
Speeches, had ſo much of the Devil in them, 
and ſo much of fooliſh Sin, and frantick 
'Vice, that you I believe would have taken 
it for the very Bedlam of Hell. There fate an 
old decrepit doting Lover, writhen-faced and 
bald-pated, toothleſs and blear-eyed, wantonly 
flickering over a young Girl: and there an old 
deformed Crone that could neither fee nor 
hear, ſet off with her Pencil and Alembick- 
waters, caterwauling after a luſty Youth, 
You might have ſeen many of theſe philter'd 
and bewitch'd even to a piece of Paſtbord, a 
painted Fiend,a bedaubed Picture. And if you 
obſerved too the effes thereof, you might have 
ſeen Paleneſs in this mans face, and Fluſhings 
in the others : one was burnt, and another 
freezed; was either ſcorched with Flames , or 
diſſclved into Tears ; had either his Bloud 
clodded with 'cold Damps and Afﬀrightments, 
or his Heart tortured with exceſſive Burnings.

* but nearer at hand nothing at all, nothing but

* fant > How much nobler, I pray, is Sloth

* Wholoevex ſure can find fatisfaCtion in any of 
« theſe, pay with as good reaſon flatter all the 
* Diſeaſes of humane Bodies, may court the 
« Gibbet and the Rack, and take Torments for 
* moſt pleaſing Anodynes, Let me but tell 
*you what I heard from a Traveller in this 
*very ſame Road ; and as coming from ſuch 
* an one I hope it will pierce deeper into your 
* breaſt. He is as daring and prefumptuous

I had not time to reſolve what ro do, before, 
my Company .came back 5 whom the old man 
ſecing, ſlipped from me without being diſc6- 
verd. We have ſeen (faid they.) a flight 
Quarrel raifed about the Love of Phil,  No- 
thing of Hurt is done : there js onely the Soul 
of Damocles. by an unfucky blow ſent in the 
ſhapsof a Raven to As che"Flames of Fin | 
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now: And by ſuch mad Laughter as this, were 
the words of my dear Monitor driven out. 
In theſe Jovial Merriments for ſeveral days we 
continued. 

In which ſpace I became acquainted with 
the voluptuous Zedonius, the whoring Pans 
philus, the impudent Cyneus, the plotting Pa 
nurgus, the ambitious ago namgs m two Lis 
bertines Z77 - 2m and Atheus, the laugh 
Buffoon Gl finus, and the trifling aches 
Philecous the Buſie-body, Pſeudocheus the great 
Lyar, and his Brother the Spreader of falſe 
News Polymythus, the Maſter of Complements 
Eutrapelus, the laſcivious Muſeus amongſt the 
Rhymers, Biberius among the Drinkers, Fw 
gaccio and Pamphagus among the Feeders, the 
inconſtant Yarzus, the ſloathtul Philypnus, and 
ſeveral others that wore the Devils Mark. 
"Twould be treubleſome and tedious unto you, 
hard tor me ( having now forgot many of 
them ) to characterize their Perions, deſcribe 
their ſeveral Humours, and relate all the Paf- 
ſages, not more vicious and branded, than ri- 
diculous and odde, which happened during my 
Abode with them. 

Wherefore to.omit all that, I being at laſt 
quite tired with this kind of lile, reſolved one 
way or another to break out of this ſtately 
Priſon.. ( For that which at firſt 1 took for a 
Palace, I found to be a Gao/.) Eo having one 
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®y gained a fit opportunity, I fairly left thent 
But I ſtill continued on apace in my Journey, 
which now grew more delicious ; whole Sta- 
ges of it being high ſtately Piazza's and brodd 
Streets. At length I came to a turning, 


which declined toward the left. For I awit 


tell you, that there is above a 7houſaxd By-paths, 
which though different, or even direftly oppo- 


ite to each other, do af alike lead unto the 


diſmal Yate of TOPHET. This way was 
exceeding broad, and thronged-by Paſlengers, 
(and thoſe of »o ordtrary Quality ) as much 
as the great one. The Strects were all Ta- 
verns and Stews; which made me leave the 0- 
ther common Road; to turn in here for better 
Accommodation. Whereof there is a Deſcri- 
prion between two and three thouſarid yeats 
old; which I need but to ufe; it being fo exa&tly 
fitted thereto, by tot onely the Wieſt of Men; 
and moſt underſtanding Obſervator of Hu- 
marie Attions, but one who had ſtrayed with 
me in this very Way, and had experience e- 
nough; no man I believe will deny, as having 
* ont of his own aid all the ©, 7... 

bordering Natiohs, no leſs / PHI 
than ſeven hundred Wives Princelles, and three 
hundred Concubines at his Will . * © + - 

* It was, 1 refnember very-well; the Twi- 
| Igfht in the Evening-as theNipht began tobe 
q xc ammiEn rovet} up and down 
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© therein; and behold, there met me awomag: 
* ( Olympia the calls her elf.) with the Attire: 
* of an Harlot, and ſubtil of Heart. She: 
* caught me and kiſſed me, and with-an ims- 
* pudent face talked unto me. Come, ſaid the, 
* let us take our fill of Love until the Morn» 
* ing, let us ſolace our ſelves with Loves: 
* With much fair Speech the. cauſed me-to 
« yield, with the flattering of her Lips ſhe fare 


* ced me. She caught me again and killed. 


* me : but mine heart already declined to her 
* ways, I went aſtray -in'her Paths, I ( poor 
* Wretch) followed her ftraightway, as an Ox 
* goeth tothe ſaughter, and as a Foo! to rhe 
* correction of -the Stocks :- as an Ox that 
* thinks he is a going to the Paſtare, willingly 
* gocth to his own Deſtruttion 5 and as a Bird 
« haſteth to the S»are, not knowing that ſhe-is 
* in danger; fol faw the Bazt, and catched 
* after it, but- gueſſed not that it was for my 
* Life. Not but that her Houſe I knew well 
* enough to be:the. way unto Hell, and the go- 
* ing down to the Chambers of Death, though 
* with her Eyes I was fo ſtrangely faſcinated, 
* asnot to conſider this ; but ratyer to cfteem 
© theſe outer Courts of the Eternal Priſon-my 
* Heaven and my Paradiſe. Here alſo I lighs 
* ted upon Corizna and Glycerinm, m_—_ and 
© Pamphila, Philumena. and Celia; and taken 
* with their Beauty, went in unto them ; not 


* knowing; 
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* knowing ( or not thinking ) that the Dead 
« were there, and that their Gueſts were in the 
* gepths of Hell. For their Lips dropt as the 
* Honey=comb, their Speech was ſmoother than 
* Oyl ; but their End prov'd bitter as Worm» 
* wood, ſharp as a two-edged Sword. Their 
*Feet every one could ſpie went downward, and 
* their Steps took hold on Everlaſting Death : 
© They all hanted for the precious Life. Hence 
'2 Wound and Diſhonowr T got : T gave mine

derſtanding. Many were my Adventures in 
this place, but ſo beſtial, and fo fooliſh, that 1 
think they will be much better paſſed by than 
related. 

I was ſurprized to meet with here thoſe very 
fame men that I had left behind me at the Pa- 
lace ; who after they had chid me for fo lea- 
ving them, told me however they were very 
ghd to find me where they did, And havi 
now at laſt by ty abade here, got Vice 
tmpudence enough, I was, wHling to return 
with them tro,the Princes Court ; but was pre« 
vented by ſeeing juſt before me a very great 
. Q 3 wltY : 
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City: to which I made haſte. Whereinto be» 
ingentred, I met with ſo many Cheats, that T 


was atraid to tarry long. The Shops were' 


fill'd with ſophiſticated Wares, Lying and De- 
ceit maintain'd the general Burſe; and unto 


theſe every one had ferv'd his Apprenticeſhip. 


Injuſtice and Falſhood was in every place, and 
1n every corner this moſt excellent Aphoritm, 


viz. WHATSOEVER TE WOULD THAT 


MEN SHUVULD DO TO TO@ , DO T0 
EVEN $80 70 THEM, was inverted. 
Departing hence, I went on a good way, 
without meeting any thing that I remember 
conſiderable ; till at laſt, caſting mine eyes a- 
bout, I chanced to ſpy a mad man flinging 
handfuls of Gold up into theair. This he did, 
and many other abſurd ftantaſtick Pranks, as 


ridiculous andexpenſave, to gain the Applauſe. | 


of the By-ſtanders. The Shouts and merry 
Ecchocs of the buſie Applauders, and their 
Peals of loud Laughter had for a pretty while 
rung 1n his ears. He had now emptied fince I 
came ſeveral large Coffers in a trice ; and to 
complete his brave Extravagancy, he takes out 
of a {mall iron Cheſt what was left of his Pa- 
trimony, a bundle of Deeds. Which inſtead 
of Love-letters and Bilets-doulx, he ſends un» 
to his Miſtriſs Celia. So not I alone, but-e+ 
very one alſo of thole who were neareſt to 


bum, deſerts him torlorn and hopeleſs. 


When 
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When I ſaw an old Beggar, Chryfocancrio by 
name, a poor wretched wanting Caitive, be» 
reaved of all the Neceſfaries ot Life, and al- 
moſt famiſht with pinching Hunger and 
Cold ; ſcraping together thoſe pieces of Mo» 
ney out of the Mire. And having therewith 
filld an huge Trunk, he ſtood —_— like the 
Heſperian Dragos, to keep the Fleecy Gold, He 
appeared to watch very fearfully, leſt his fin- 
gers ſhould ſtcal any thing thence, againſt his 
will, to buy him a piece of Bread. Though I 
laughed at the other, this 1 could not chuſe but 
pity, and would fain have helped ; had I not 
been called away to ſee one more raving mad 
than either of theſe. 

His Looks were feerce and kiJing, his Hair 
briſtled, his Eyes ſparkled, his Mouth foamed, 
his Head jogg/ed, his Voice was ſbril and pitre 
cing, his Brow frowning, and his Hands clutched. 
One while he would /famp and rexd his Clothes, 
then beat his Breaſt, and tear his Hair ; moſt 
dreadfully too he g/ared on me. This was 
the miſerable raging Thumicus ; followed he 
was by his Wite Xantippe the Scold.

from me; who departed holding up his hands 
and praying, I gueſs, for my Converſion. 

But, according as he faid, the mad Bedlam: 


wretch was inſtantly all in a flame, as if indeed | 


he was preparing to be the Fuel of Hell,and all 
the Fices and the Paſſions were lighted at his 
helliſh fery Countenance. - They all 3lazed 
out together, and could not any of them be 
now ſuppreſſed. Whereby he was fitted for af 


acts of YVillany, and even whatſoever he was 


moſt averſe to; The moſt ran away to avoid 
bim, but thoſe who were left he fell upon, and 
one amongſt the reſt he bruiſed and beat. 

.- From whom I had ſcarce got free, before ] 
was encounter'd by ſomewhat like a Sceleton 
juſt raiſed from the Grave ; a pale, livid, lean, 
meagreefaced Gentleman ; whom a Devil, un- 
efpi'd by him (OO Helliſh Martyrdom! ) 1a» 
ſhed- with a Whip of breaded Snakes. His 
Speech was hoarſe, his Chaps fals, his Eyes ſunt 
into his Head, with an anwelcoming caſt where- 
of he welcomed me. ' And #00 much pleaſant» 
neſs, God knows, at that time appeared in m 
looks, ro make this poor tormented Wretc 
feat lo gaſttully. | | | 


You 
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You may perhaps have heard of one fo ri- 
diculouſly revengeful, as neither to eat nor to 
drink, it he whom he envies but lives on bet. 
ter ; this was that very perſon : He, like the 
Cantharides, delighted to feaſt on others Sores, 
and was never merry but at others Sadneſſes : 
He had much rather fee himſelf in Miſery, than 
his Neighbour in Proſperity; and to go to To 


phet alone, than with company tothe Paradiſe 


of the Bleſſed. So was he his own Plagne, his 
own cruel Zormentor, and the greateſt Foe un» 
to himſelf, The ſight of him told me Carris 
on could not be far off. 

And fo I gueſſed right. For running away 
from him, as being afraid of fo ſcraggie and 
miſchievous a Fellow , I fell upon a lubberly 
unthinking Lurdan hard by, ſtretcht out (juſt 
as I bave ſeen him expreſſed by the Painters 
fancy in his Poetick Regions of Crapulia, or the 
much-fam'd [fe of Lazy ) under a Tree, from 
whoſe laden boughs dropped fair Fruit into his 
mouth ; whilſt ſeven beautiful Dam'lels were 
ready with: Bowls of ſpiced Wines to quench 
his coſtly Thirſt.

drank, the Wine of Iniquity, and of eternal 
Vengeance. Now the Dam'ſels which mini- 
ſtred the ſame unto him, - delighted to prick 
him with Thorns, and ſo make. him ſhrug; 
and then, pulling off their Vizors, with their 
ſtly looks forced him to leap down into a 
tathomleſs Deep. After which he was never 
ſeem more. Whereat, ſore aftrighten'd, I lefr, 
with great horrour, this fad Spectacle of Luxu- 
ry and Sloth, and of the hurttul Dalliance of a 
wanton Fortune that is attended on by all the 
deadly fins, thoſe ſever flattering Furiesin who- 
riſÞdiſguiſe. 
| But this ſtopped me not in my Journey, 
but I rather went on the faſter for it. For 
having all ſorts of Company to divert my elf 
in, ſuch an Accident as this could not /ovg 
trouble me. On thi ſide of me paſſed the 
Raſh and Fool-hardy, and would fain ſeem va- 
ant ; but that every one judged him fitter 
to rave in an Hoſpital of mad men, than in a- 
ny other place : his Brain was hot. On the 
other ſide of me paſſed one whoſe Bloud was 
thick and muddy, and his Brain frozes ; and he 
would ſeem, forſooth , to- be wary; but his 
Mind was realy perplexed with Fears and Dif- 
quiets, whence he would ſtartle if a Mouſe did 
but 
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but ſtir,or a Flye buz in his ear”; be frighten'd 
out of his little wits at Armies under ground : 
He was laughed 'at by every one, and called 
Poltron and Daſtard. In another File marched 
the fond Cockeriyg Mothers , and the cruel 
Step-dames; they with Xindneſs, theſe with 
Tkindneſs, both alike deſtroying their Chil- 
dren : Then the Bufte-bodies and the 1dle both 
together ; for both had equally nothing to do : 
There Sir Formal, and bere Squire Freak, waited 
on by Petulaxce and Levity : A nice dapper 
Fellow on that fide; a dirty Slowch on the, 
who took ſuch a Pet at the other, that, rather 
than appear like him, he ſtudied how he might 
be olſcave unto every one, and was well e- 
nough pleaſed to be thought an Enemy to all 
Decency and honeſt Comelineſs ; one of a ſul- 
len Gravity, and a rugged Behaviour ; ſpruce 
Rufilus, and flovenly Gorgonius: The 
Makebates, and the Flatterers : The Drun- 
kards faggering, thoſe who had loſt their limbs 
inthe Devils ſervice halting, and not a few who 
were carried on Couches and Down-beds : 
Some ( like Dogs ) grinned, and. others. bar- 
ked; ſome did gw», and others bite : The 
Fingers of them were crooked, and the Tongues 
of theſe were forked : Some had pointed-/pry+ 
ing Eyes, and orhers. ſcowling ones: Some: 
had them miſfted with. gvorance,, and. others 
Houdſbot with. Revenge. IS

| aka hed\heo guns Up ted why; I fell 


into the company ſorae that appeared to be 


utter Enemies to the Devi9 Kingdom, atid 
therefore I judged my ſelf ſaf#,ard quite ont of 
my way to-him.- © For theſe ——_— ſo 
fierce and zealous Oppolers of him, as to fight 
againſt him (which you will think ſtrange ) 
in ſeveral Ser-Batrels with Powder and Shot, 
Their manner was to &rimg back thoſe who 
(they ſaid )- were going to him, with Sword or 
Fire : they would piſtol or faggot you, if you 
went not along with them; and cried out, all 
were damn'd and in the way to Tophet, that 
follow'd them not. So now having. ther En- 
couragement , and Atteſtation to the truth 
thereof, I concluded, it is impoſſible for me not 
to be ſav'd : I ſhall be happy in both Workds. 
Then poor deluded I travelled down apace 
with them, ran merrily and blindly on ; tilt 
at laſt we 'met with their Heads, Merozzus, 
Diotrephes, Santomero, Don Hugo Pedro, and 
Mariana. But having long before well enough 
known them by their names, I began to think 
my ſelf, for all this, never the farther from the 
Devil. But their beloved Ryinciple, that Do- 
minion is founded in Grace, and that we were 
the ſole Proprietors of the Earth, kept me 
from ſtarting back. - White I was with them, 
they uſed to diſcourſe very irreverently of the

At this Theoſophus bad him ſtay ; ſo they 
both perceived afar off a very hot Scuffle bes 
twixt two Caravans of Pilgrims ; one of them; 
as near as they could guels, bearing tor rheir 
Colours the Lion of Judah. rampant, and the 
other the mild Lamb of God. © Theſe laſt; they 
could ſee, made but ſmall Reſiſtance; and bes 
ing not many, were ſoon routed by the firſt; 
who were far more numerous. Yonder ( faid 
the good man,) I fear there is our Orthodoxus 
and Eubulus, with their Pilgrims. At which 
they both for ſome while moſt ſadly wept: 
But Theoſophus deſirous to hear out the Narra-

Whichaccordingly 7imotheus did. Aﬀeet i6 
many Scenes of Madneſs ( faid he ) were paſt 
I admired to ſee a man that could look #0 
ways at ovce, both behind and afore ; | whiole 
" © Diſco oft 
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Diſcourſe and Admonition ſhewed the way to 
Paradiſe : whoſe Life, to the quite contrary 
place. Sitting in the Chair of Moſes and the 
Prophets, there he had learnt to ſpeak fluently 
the Language of Canaas, the pious Eloquence, 
the divine Rhetorick of the Bleſſed ; while 3n 
his more retired Privacies he never but uſed 
that of Babylon, of Pride, Impiety, and Con- 
fuſion 3 made all his Aftions ſuit with the A 
dioms of the Beaſt and of Hell, the Speech of 
the Accurſed. Thus going ove way, he ſtill 
pointed another ; and advited every body to 
g0 in that, whilſt he ſhewed them ehs. * * 
With him there went a pack of griping hol- 
low-hearted Saints , provided - with double 
Tongues and moſt heavenly Viſages.

They that without appear as mortified 
and holy as the Primitive Pilgrims, have with- 
in them the Impurities of a Brothel-houſe, and 
the Covetouſneſs of Uſurers; come, let us go 
teaz and make ſport at them. Inſtead of being 
daunted, | was mightily pleaſed, to" diſcover 
what they were ; and began to be bold and confl- 


dent, not afraid,; that 1 was in the wrovf way. 
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them wear the /mage and the Livery of 


God, every one hated them, and laughed at 
them, (juſt as we ſhould at Aſſes in Lions, of 
Wolves in Sheep skins ; or as we ſhould at 
Fackpuddings in the Garb of Senators. ) We 
all deteſted their painted SanfA ity, thought 
them Devils transformed into Angels of Light ; 
but we deteſted them not as Devils, but as

the) in all Natural Philoſophy is 94ſcarer than 
© what concerns the nature of Brutes : Were

can. Contfeſs you are baffled ; for it cleerly 
proves that Souls are mortal, yea as much as 
Sickneſs can prove Bodies to be ſo. *Stop a 
« little ( faid the melancholy Libertine ) I am 
* afraid we ſhall fd it otherwiſe. Methinks, 
* notwithſtanding you can triumph ſo, you 
gat eaſily ſee thorough the frivolous weak- 
* nels of this Objection. The Body may be 
* compared to a Mufical Inſtrument, and the 
* Soul to an expert Muſician: Now if the Iv» 
* ſtrument is out of tune, it the Strings be too 
* weak as in Tufancy, or rotted and decayed as in

« the reaſon allo why thoſe of an hot Brain are

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* ingenions, and thoſe of a cold are not ; becauſe 
* the Soul cannot ſo brykly exert her ſelf upon 
* a frigid unative Brain, as ſhe can upon one 
* that is wel prepared, unclogged and unſtopped. 
* Thoſe that are very cold are Naturals, becauſe 
* in them She is totaly or almoFF hinderedfrom 
* ating : thoſe that are very hot are Frantick, 
* becauſe She is diſturbed in ating. This will 
* anſwer all ſuch kind of Objections, if you 
© have twenty more of them: But pray, the 
* next man that you ſee ride upon a foundred 
* Horſe, go to him, .and perſwade him that he 
* bimſelf is foundred, and not the Horſe : or if 
* the Horſe is old, tell the Rider it is his own Age 
* and not his Horſes that makes him unable to 
* go faſter. When he hadended, I faid to him, 
Who thought that you could diſpute ſo we//a- 
gainſt your own Principles > Preſently after 


which, I was more fartled than ever I was in - 


my life, to hear him fay, Come, let us make 
baſt to our Journeys end. Forl verily thought 
he was about to turn back ; but IT found I was 
miſtaken. I thought however, I might ven- 
ture along, as well as he. He ſaid, he believed 
we ſhould now get thither within a few days. 
Tho2gh we made as much haſt as we could, 
we had not gone far before he fell down dead. 
This was ina dxwnken merry Fit, ſoon after he 
had ſhaker off his penſrve and ſerious Thoughts. 
God bleſs me! how I /rver at the rememn-

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brance of him > Here I /zave him : hereafter 1 
ſhall come to tell you where I met him again. 
This Accident chill'd my Spirits, and made me 
(for a while) go a ſofter pace, though I fz# 
continued on, thinking it zoo /ate to retura. 
home. | | 

I no ſooner began to mend a little my pace, 
when I was pufh'd forward by one, the begin- 
ning of the words of whoſe mouth I found. to be 
Fooliſhneſs, and the latter end of his mouth to be 
wicked Madneſs, Eccleſ. 10. 13. While on this 
hand of me went a Whore wantoning, and'on 
that hand a Phariſaical Guide more demurely 
ſtalking, and Theologizing with an ancouth 
Gravity ; both { not unlike the twin-Off- 
ſpring 'of 4gurs Horſeleach, Prov. 30. 15.) 
continually crying, Give, give. The laſt had 
from the Serpent ( that od Impoſtor ) learnt 
this ſingle Cumming, viz. to deceive the Woman ; 
whom commonly he fr? ſets upon and ſtudies 
to pervert. He ſnared always the Woman, 
that he might catch the May - if hecould 
but ſeduce into his Way, the Fwband he was 
cock-ſfure would foZow after his ſeduced Wife, 
and the Children after their ſeduced Mother. 
This Reverend Tmpoſtor was tumultuouſly 
compaſt round by the Giddy Rabble, who cried 
up his Nonſence for Goſpel, and thoſe Doctrines 
10 Which was Death, ( yea though in never ſo 
plain legible Characters, there was —_— on 
Fas them 
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them the Curſe, Thou ſhalt die the Death ) for 
Seul-ſaving ones. Amongſt theſe was a poor 
=_ Fellow, who had ſomewhat in him, I 

w not what it was, which he named Con- 
ſcience, ( for Conſcience it was not) that could 
wnhinge Governments , overthrow States, and 
now _ eos hw oe LW ſo all 
being turn'd topfie-turvy, the aſt, and the 
haſt firſt , he -- t be advanc'd to the top. 
With him joyn'd fuch as were of Level 
PrinGples, and ſuch as were any whit dif- 
contented, ctting up the Standart of Reforma- 
tion. 
A little further I met with a quaint Contro- 
vertiſt, (in the Rear of theſe RELIGIONS) 
who bandied all this about, and even raiſed 
Objeftions by his a»ſwering them : As allo a 
flie Favorite, who had learnt (from him) how 
to make his Praiſes to be Accuſations, and by 
putting off Doubts to bring Doubts into ones 
head. I had the company afterwards of a rich 
old Chuf, wh# having read that the Gold of 
the Land of Havilah was good, came this way to 
ſeek out Paradiſe. 

Having travelled thus far, ſuch was the ef 
fe& of the Air and of our Travel, that now 
every one: became light-headed. Alſo the 
Ways which defore did feem curiouſly laid with 
Tarras, andthe rich forts of Cement, now ap+ 
peared to. be paved with dead mm 
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_ And though we now- began to view the Mazes 


of the Fire, yet one would have perfwaded 
us, that it was onely a g/zmpſe of the Cele/tzal 
Light, and that we were not far from the 
bright Manſions of the EaF, from our de- 
lightful Eden placed near the Swus-ri/rng. 4 

Some of us were willing to behzeve 11m ; and 

ſome to believe that all things were made and 

overn'd by Chance : which Suppolition bein 
bard to maintain, others holding a fatal Nece 
ſity, faid they did not go, but were carviee. 
The Preſumptuaus thought he cantauued an as 
faft or faſter than any of us, ſtill cried, God 
was merciful, and he ſhould at laſt arrre at 
Paradiſe. But the Deſperate leaping into the 
Gulf of Flames, ( which we now plainly faw ) 
ſaid it was impoſule for him to do otherwile, 
or to avoid the lameby running back. 

No Tongue can expreſs the Horrowrs and 
the Paxgs that I a/readyendur'd. Whereupan 
I Repped 2 little aut of the Road to egſe my 
Grief. But being wable ro move far, 1 
down, expecting there I ſhould die. I cauld 
diſcern that they were Babooxs and Monſters 1 
the ſhape of Mex, with whom T had all this 
while converſed : could ſee the Devils preps» 
ring their Torments, and ready to letch away 
my Soul. Then fir# opening a Book which ] 
had hitherto kept, thar was. given me by m:

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but” Deſpair and dreadful Diſmayedyeſs of Mind » 


cloſed up mine Eyes in an horrible affrighting 
Sleep. 


CHAP. XIV. 
The "IS ION of Tophet. 


Remember to have ſomewhere read a very 

remarkable Story of a melancholy Pilgrim, 
in the firſt Ages of this /»ſtitution, who having 
ſeen HELL but in a Dream, {aid he would 
rather chuſe to ſuffer a thouſand Deaths, than 
ſee the ſame again, or for one half hour more, 
the ſhort turn of a Glaſs, feel what he had fel. 
And ſuch effe&s had this (faith the Hiſtorian ) 
upon him, that of a debanched lewd Liver, he 
became the. greateſt Saint, the moſt reſolute 
Profeſſor of Chrift; and immediately ſepara- 
ted from the World, putting on ſuch Weeds as 
this poor well-meaning Tra would fain cloth 
its Pilgrim-Readerin. Ido moſt heartily wiſh 
( O that Wiſhes were not vain / ) that what 
the brave 7imothens in the ſame caſe hath ſeen, 
may, as on him it did, ſo ( which he prayed 
. for all the days of his Pilgrimage with unut- 
terable Groans) on a// thoſe to whom the Rela- 


tion thereofever cometh, work the —_— : 
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O that hereby I could frighten the fimped out of 
his oe and rouſe him up into a 
ſenſe of his Condition ! O that if ſachanone 
ſhall turn over theſe leaves, he would firdown 
and conſider a while to what place he is travel 
ling, ask himſelf whether he can dweZ with 
Everlaſting Burnings / That he would do ſo 
much, if not out-of Religzon, yet out of Pru- 
dence ; leſt he come to feel the ſame at long run, 
not in YVifrox; but Reality : greater too perhaps 
than this, and far beyond all Hyperboles of 
Pain. 

My Sleep was fuch (faid the noble and 
truly pious Convert) as I verily believed it to 
be Death; and a Devil (TI thought ) taking 
me up with his Claws, carried me toward the 
Burning Lake. Which, as Idrew near, appea- 
red to me to be bounded with ſeven high 
Banks of ſolid and wnconſumed Fire; and on a 
ſpatious ſevenfold Gate of rocky and impenc- 
trable Adamant, which open'd to us of-its own 
accord, ] read ( with a ſorrowful caſt of-mine 
Eyes ) theſe words : TOPHET IS ORDAIL- 
NED OFOLD; TEA FOR THE WICKED 
IT IS PREPARED; HE HATH MADE 
IT LARGE AND DEEP: THE PILE 
THEREOF IS MUCH FIRE, AND MUCH 
FUEL; THE BREATH OF THE LORD 
LIKE A STREAM OF BRIMSTONE,DOTH 
. ENXINDLE IT. Ifai. c. 30. v. 33- 
| As 
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. As foon as I was entred T heard a Voice; |' 
like the Yoice of Thunder, tmd the Voice of many 
Waters, faying, KEEP THESE SOULS 
BOYND IN CHAINS OF DARXNESS 
©NTIL THE GREAT AUDIT OF THE 
LORD : and another, LET HOT BURNING 
COALS FALL VPON THEM, LET THEM 
BE CAST INTO THE FIRE, AND INTO 
THE PIT,TH AT THET NEVER RISE OP 
AGAIN. And looking back, T faw great 
Multixudes behind me, ruſhing in at the Gate, 
who were bound preſently, and ca? into the 
Lake. 

A wild Waſt methought it was of inextin- 
guiſhable Su/phar arid Naphtha; whereon, as 
tar as ever I could ken, lay rowling hopeleſs 
Peoples and Nations, that \triving to blow it ; 
out, made it burn the. more, and kept it burning. 
Whence i»tolerable Smonk, with gloomy Flakes 
E of wulightſome flame were ſcattered upwards, | 
E- | and darkened round the wide Coaſt. There 
are perhaps ſome fubrile Wits, who will fay 'tis 
impoſſible for Flame nor to be light ; but let 
them ſabtitize as they pleaſe, before they know 
the nature of this Flame, they are not very 
rompetent Judges. It was, I remember, every, 
where ſo lack and. diſmal a Night, as plags' 
Egypt fare felt not : ſuch a Night as couſd-not 
be brooded even on the face of Chaos : an vh- 
ſeure, a ſmart, a boundleſs, and a ———_— 1. 
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; (I concluded ) Night ; paipable amoſt to the 


Touch, But how vain arti I,that I ftrive to de- 
ſcribe it ! For it was greater far than I can ex» 
preſs to you; nay, certainly than any one can 
dread, or Poetick Phant'fie imagine. Which 
yet was render'd more terrible ( ifany thing 
poſſibly could adde to ſuch 7error ) by flaſhes 
of Lightning breaking it, and horrid Sha 

that continually paſſed through the thick fob 


ſtantial Darkneſs. By thoſe dreadful om 
| hoſts 


of Light I could diſcern footy deformed 

every moment flying by me ; and fund 
black Fiend-like Spirits Thunder-ſtrack, falling 
down into, the Fiery Gulf. 

Moſt hideous and aſtoniſhing was the Dis 
of loud piercing 7efs and Screams infupporta- 
ble tothe Ear,ſtubborn Lamentations an 
like Howlings, Cracks of Thunder, Hifſes of 
Serpents , Gnaſhing of Teeth, the Clicking of 


. Chains and Rods, Cracking of Flames, the pro- 


tane Execrations and Curfings of the hateful 
Crew, their roaring Oaths and clamorous for. 
glings, and the univerſal Clatter and Buſtle of 
thele- impatient Malefa&tors groaning under 
the Maſs of their Woe: a moſt deplorable 
Fargon of all Tongues, and a Babel of miſera- 
ble Plaints ; beſides all thoſe Voices that the 
malicious Wits of Devils could invent, Where- 

with to terrifie and ſtartle their Priſoners. 
No foft harmonious Mafick wis here, "ua 
Pica- 
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pleaſant Scenes, nor odorous aromatick Smel's 
to entertain the efeminate Wretches. Could 

ou fancy a Stink zex thouſand times tnore ma- 
Piemavt than that of Brim/tone, than the moſt 
fetid Exhalations of all forts, and the ſtrong 
Damps of Mephitis , Arſenical Vapours and 
Winds of Smoke : more intolerable than the 
Nuiſance of a Draught or a Common Shore, 
than of the Devil of Pentſch in-Silefa; than 
the Air of a Peſt-houſe or a Lazaretto, the Na- 
Nineſs of a Dungeon, the Corruption of Waters 
that agnate, the ſteams of poyſonous Fens and 
Lakes over which Birds flying fall down dead, 
the deadlieſt Fumes, the rankeſt Scents of i/- 
ſcented Animals, - peſtilential Herbs and Drugs, 
all »mwholſome or lethifetous Smells, the Putre« 
faftion of wormy Fleſh, and the Muck of rot- 
ting Carcaſles ; yet a would be much ſhort of 
this damnable Srexch here in Topher, againſt 


which ſo many fooliſh living Wights perfume . 


themſelves. | 

Keeping therefore upon wing, I flew ( mc- 
thoughts) many thouſand Leagues over fla- 
ming Mountains and Rivers, and Seas of fad 
Deſpair ; while I could not avoid meeting a 
thouſand thouſand ſeveral Horrors on every 
ſide of me : Many a rich Glutton I faw row-
